JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

Dates are to the 28th February. The London mail of the 
26th December arrived out on the 18th February. 

There is no hope of any remission of the indemnity money 
being made by the treaty Governments, as the third instalment, 
due on the 29th day’of the 12th month (Japanese) last year, has 
been paid to the Oriental Bank by a three months’ bill or pro- 
missory note. 

From Osaca there is nothing new or decisive. The question 
of Choshiu is said to be in course of settlement, but no par- 
ticulars are given except that the Tycoon’s party assert that 
both Choshiu and his son are desirous of yielding, but they 
are overruled by the fanatical party among their adherents. 

There was a rumour the other day that Satsuma had sold all 
his palaces at Yedo. On inquiry we find that he has sold 
two or perhaps three—those purchased by him—not those 
received from the Tycoon, which he cannot sell. 

Kioto seems as undecided as ever—now leaning towards the 
Tycoon and now towards the hostile Daimios. The manner in 
which the Mikado to-day makes, to-morrow unmakes, the 























- | Gorogio, and deposes high functionaries is beginuing to excite 


much indignation among the loyal servants of the Tycoon. 

The gas scheme is in abeyance till some further statistics are 
obtained. Meanwhile, a great want, long felttin Yokohama, is 
about to be put in train for removal. We allude to the want 
of a dock. Two of the foreign residents, whose trade led them 
to feel the necessity of such a thing, have taken great pains to 
discover a favourable spot for the construction of a dock that 
should be of sufficient capacity to take in ships of the largest 
size that come here—and this they have found a few miles 
down the coast. Difficulties have to be overcome, inasmuch 
as the ground will have to be acquired at a distance from the 
port—but much opposition is not apprehended on the partof the 
Government. The capital that will be requisite is not very 
large, and several of our leading men havealready expressed them-

says :—The existence among us of missionaries belonging to 


“| three or four branches of the Protestant Church is quite as 
'» {| well understood by the Japanese as by ourselves. In days gone 


by it was customary for the authorities to send officers to the 
houses of these missionaries, outwardly as friends paying 
| friendly visits, but really as spies. Lately these visits have been 
discontinued, and from suspicion the whole demeanour seems 
to have changed to the most implicit and entire confidence. 
Long ago, while yet some of the’Americaa missionaries resided 
at Kanagawa, the Government sent several young men of rank 
from Yedo to be instructed in English; and more lately 
schools have been established by authority, and under protection 
of the respective governors, both in Yokohama and Nagasaki, for 
the especial instruction of the sous of the uppor classes, ‘Tho 
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school at Yokohama has made wonderful progress’ It num- 
bers over fifty pupils—young men, it must be borne in 
mind, not picked up by the wayside and entreated to come 
in, but belonging to] the official class, and sent thither by 
tho sanction and desire of the Goverment. In this school are 
taught, in addition to the English language, several branches of 
science, and the pupils are made acquainted with books, read by 
them with avidity, in which Truth is revegled, and henoe be- 
comes the subject of general remark im the classes and im con- 
versation. In addition to this Government school, as it may be 
called, some of the wives of Missionaries have classes of Ja- 
panese boys under instruction in English, and with much 
success. The French ‘school for the instruction of the sons of 
tho official class, in active operation at Benten—is meeting with 
most satisfactory results, and is strougly supported by the 
Japanese authorities, But now the Gorogio is going a step 
farther. It is about to erect school buildings in Yedo, in 
which a hundred young men of family are tobe taught. There 
is to be an English and a French Department, and already the 
missionaries have been applied to to take charge of them. 

On the 26th February the officers of H.M.S, Princess Royal 
gave an amateur theatrical performance at the Olympic Theatre, 
for the benefit of the two charities to which the proceeds were 
to have been devoted on the previous occasion, but the funds 
of which were not then materially augmented—the expenses 
leaving a very bare surplus for such appropriation. The two 
pieces were “ Aggravating Sam” and “A Regular Fix.” Both 
were capitally played. 

By the Jda D. Rogers, from California, Mr. Risley has ar- 
rived, bringing with him six cows and their calves as a nucleus 
for the dairy he proposes establishing in Yokohama, The /da 
D. Rogers made a loug passage of 70 days—and at one time 
there was a fear that the cattle would have died for want of 
water. 

NAGASARL 

The ss. Lromise was lately sold\ to the Japancse for 
itz.175,000. It is said that the buyer is Prince Koko, whose 
place is opposite to Chosiv, The as. Japan remains unsold, 
and is to sail immediately for Shanghai. 

The Japanese are to make a race course here for Europeans, 
at the extreme head of the bay, and a bund road to it from 
the European settlement, with a bridge connecting the upper 
end of the European settlement with Decima. The new road 
will run through Decima, and thence skirt the outside of the 
native town, right up to the top of the bay. 

The Governor of Nagasaki is to leave for Yedo in about 
twenty-five days from hence, They are putting the Shun-lee 
in order at the factory at Akunora to convey him. The Shun- 
Zea is a fine handy sized vessel, just suitable for Japanese use,

HAKODADL 


An investigation has been held by H.B.M.’s Consul at this 
port into a charge of stealing the skulls of Ainos, brought by 
the Japanese Governor against three British subjects, one a Mr. 
Whitely, a naturalist, on @ visit to Hakodadi, and the. others two 
subordinate consular officers. The charge brought against the 
defendants was as follows :— : 

On the 2ist of the 10th moon (December 8) three Englishmen dug up 
the skulla of eleven or twelve Ainos at the village of Otosbi, and carried 
them to Hakodadi. A foreigner came to-day (December 13) to the 
Custom-house and reported the matter. At the time the authorities knew 
nothing about it, but & complaint from the people of Otosbi subsequently 
arrived. 

It having been ascertained that the accused parties had been 
in the neighbourhood of Otosbi on the day in question, they 
‘were callei into the presence of the Consul and Governor, and 
gave a detailed account of their proceedings during the time of 
their absence from Hakodadi, but denied having ever desecrated 
an Aino cvmetery, The Consul having shown the Governor 
the paragraph in the Order in Council under which the offence 
charged ayainst the threo Englishmen was punishable, the 
Governor asked whether in the event of the defeudants being 
found guilty the Consul would fine them $500 each and deport 
them, The Consul replied that he could not answer that 
question until the charge had been fully investigated by a Con- 
suler Court, which, if the Governor thought it neccssary, he 
would summon for the purpose. At the same time he warned 
the Governor that should the case come before him in his Con- 
sular capacity he should be compelled to consider him (the 

Governor) as a witness, aud call on him for the names of his 
informants. Upon hearing this, the Governor rose suddeuly 








without taking formal leave, snatched his sword in a rude and 
abrupt manner, and went away. 

On the following day a formal despatch was written by the 
Governor requesting that the three- Euglishmon should be 
brought to trial, and enclosing the names of deceased whose 
graves had been disturbed. They were thirteen in all, nine 
males and four females. Accordingly, the 15th December was 
appointed fer the trial. The witnesses for the prosecution es- 
tablished the violation of the tombs and theft of the skulls, but 
failed to prove that the defendants were in any way implicated. 
‘The only suspicious circumstance brought to light was that on 
December 5th the defendants hired horses from a stable 
at Hakodadi, and set out with -three boxes and a 
roll weighing about 20]bs, The horses were returned 
on the 10th December, and it was within the period 
of their absence that the graves were desccrated. For 
the defence it was alleged that the party had left Hakodadi on 
a shooting excursion, and that they had in their possession 
three baskets and a box, and two guns, one of which was. 
rolled up in matting. They remained a short time at Otosbi, 
and then left accompanied by a Japanese boy. They shot four- 
teen birds for Mr. Whitely, and having had some refreshment 
returned to an inn where they had left their horses. This state- 
ment was supported by the other defendants and by the Japa- 
nese servant who had accompanied them, and the strongest 
assurances were given that nothing had been done to the graves. 
It was also sworn that when the defendants returued to Hako- 
dadi their luggage was unpacked in the presence of witnesses, 
and no skulls were then seen, After due consideration of the 
evidence, the Court delivered judgment to the following 
effect :— 

‘That on the part of the prosecution the evidence is only hearsay, and ~ 
in no instance was there any one who could state thut he had scen the de- 
fendants digging up any of the thirteen skulls mentioned in the plaint 5 
that on the part of the defendants the evidence brought by them neither: 
proves nor disproves the charge. The Court is further of opinion that 
during the two or three hours defendants were in Oto-bi it was quite im- 
possible that thirteen skulls could have been dug up and taken away with- 
Out some one from the village having seen them. The evidence on the 
part of the plaintiff has never been produced, and the Court would further 
remark that it was the duty of the plaintiff, which be has omitted to per- 
form, to have produced tnore conclusive evidence—things seen and not 
things heard. Finally, the Court is of opinion that the charge ix not 
clearly proved, no evidence having been produced that the defendants did 
dig up thirteen orany Ainos’ skulls as mentioned in the plaint, nor of 
these supposed thirteen skulls having been seen at Otoxbi, or at any of 
the intervening villages at which the defendants slept, or even at Llahodadi 
after their return, 

The assessora dissented from the judgment on the following: 
grounds; and the proceedings will therefore be submitted for 
the opinion of H. M. Envoy :— 

We dissent from the foregoing verdict for the following reasons. A. 
serious charge is brought against three foreixners by the Japanese Govern 
ment which they have not endeavoured to substantive by the producti 
of the most important witness, viz., the boy who informed the Ainos of his- 
having seen foreigners digging in the grave yard, and the inmates of the 
house where the defendants stayed at Otosbi. 

Again the statements of the defendants differ more or less in many im- 

tant points, and the evidence furnished by their witnesses is irrelevant. 
Believing that there is a certain amount of truth in the statement of the 
Ainos, namely, that skulls have beenftaken away by foreigners, the matter 
ought to be thoroughly investigated, s0 as to prevent any ill-feeling or mis- 
understanding with the Japancse authorities or people here, and that all 
information on the point be collected, whether from Japanese or forcigners. 


At aaubsequent sitting of the Court, nothing further was 
elicited except that two boys had seen foreigners digging in the 
Aino Cemetery, but of these two, ove could not ulontify the 
offenders, and the other did not recollect upon what day the 
offence took place. A few days alter the trial some of the 
wissing skulls were given up, but there remain others to be 
accounted for, which will be a moro difficult mattur, os it is. 
thought that they are now on their way to some European 
museum. It is said that the. defendants have since confessed: 
that they had asbare in the outrage, but other foreigners are 
supposed to be implicated. It is most unfortunate that the 
awkward way in which these resurrectiovists went abvut their 
work has brought the affair to light, as it canuét but leave @ 
very bad impression on the minds of the natives of the north of 
Japan, hitherto so well disposed towards foreiguera, 








CHINA. 
PEKING. 

The news from this quarter is in one sense of considerable 
importance, if true. It is stated that a mission is to be ap- 
pointed to proceed to Europe, and that Mr, Wade aud Mr, 
Hart will accompany it. We are also informed that it is 
intended to take with the mission six of the pupils now study- 
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ing English and French at Peking. Some doubt is eutertained 
as to the truth of this report, as private letters have not men- 
tioned the subject. Nothing more has come to hand about 
the insurgents in Anbui. 

HANKOW. 

* General Lyang was killed ou Sunday, February the 1Sth, by 
the Nienfei. He had gone out in the morning with some 60 
or 80 mon, and fell in with a troop of the Nieufei slightly out- 
numbering his ; and not being able to overcome them, Lyang 
was making his retreat, when two large bodies suddenly ap- 
peared in his rear, and’ cut him,off at a place culled Kaipoo. 
Lyang and his little army are said to have fought bravely, but 
the odds were overwhelming, aud only thirty escaped, leaving 
their general among the slain. His body was recovered the 
same night, and, strange to say, was only haif stript, and not 
at all mutilated. Lyany’s loss is a matter of great regret to 
all, He was a brave, energetic general, as Chinese officers go, 
and the Government express themselves at some difficulty to 
replace him. 

The Treasurer has taken the field against the Nienfei, and 
tho Viceroy will do soon the 25th, His military duties and 
adventures will be confined to living for a while in the new 
Customs buildings below the concession, or the joss-houge at 
the foot of the Hanyang hill. 

‘A meeting was held at the Club on tho 20th Feb., by the 
Hankow Volunteer Corps, which was highly satisfactory, both 
in the selection of its officers and the interest it showed to be 
still existing towards the movement. 

An idea bad spread abroad that the Toutai was willing to 
employ the services of any foreigners who would enlist against 
the Nienfei, at a daily pay of 5 tls, Whence this rumour arose 
it is impossible to say, but so great an attraction was it in 
these hard times that some persons of uncertain livelihood have 
alrealy come up to offer themselves, and a large number are 
said to be flocking from Shanghai. Of course there is no truth 
in the report, and no employment for these persons in Hankow, 
and unless the foreign Consuls and Chinese authorities send 
them back again at once to whence they came, they will cer- 
tainly cause much trouble, either by remaining here idle, or by 
volunteering to the Nienfei, The latter have as yet, however, 
shown no great desire for individual foreign assistance, One 
adventurer who went over to them was but rudely received, 
and had his head balf cut off, a procceding unpleasant perbaps 
for himuseif, but decidedly beneficial to the world at large. 

A distressing ’accident occurred while the crew of the gunboat 
Algerine were practising with Congreve ‘rockets. One of the 
rockets burst in the tube, and go severely injured tho Algerine’s 
boatswiin, Mr. Garduer, who was standing by, that there at 
first appeared little or no hope of his recovery. He hus, how- 
ever, since rallied, thanks being in a great measure due to the 
ladies of Hankow, who provided him with those delicacies which 
it is impossible to obtain op board ship. A subscription in aid 
of his wife and family has also been got up. 

SHANGHAL, 

Some time ago an English gentleman, occupying an import- 
ant position in the employ of the Chinese Guvernment, being 
desirous to go on a shouting expedition, applied for permission 
to proceed up the river and creeks in @ small steamboat. This 
request, it was generally imagined, he made more out of courtesy 
to his employers, whose feelings he might naturally be desirous 
-to consult in such.a matter, than from any real couviotion that 
the Chinese authorities were desirous to act in @ manner 80 
contrary to the provisions of the treaty as to throw any ob- 
stacle in the way. His application was, however, met by a 
distinct refusal, and, probably on consideration of the position 
he occupied, he wisely abstained from making any active de- 
monstration in the matter. We now bear that a despatch has 
been written by the Taoutai to Her Mujesty’s Acting Consul, 
stating that the Tsunle Yamen have, after. consultation with 
Sir k. Alcock, issued instructious to the effect that foreigners 
shall not in future be allowed to travel up the river or 
creeks in boats other than Chinese. Her Majesty's Acting 
Consul bas received no instructions from Peking on the sub- 
ject, and has accordingly expressed his opiuion to the Tavutai 
;that there must be some misapprehension. 

At a meeting of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company, 
which took plice on the 28th of February, the accounts were 
passed and the action of the company in purchasing the 
steamers Moyune and Fire Queen approved, Messrs. Bryans 
and Duncauson were elected directors. Tho directors were 
authorised to construct a new steamer during the year, ii 








——— 
necessary for the company’s interests ; and also to sell the 
Shanse and Sze-chuen if they considered it advisable. The 
report stated :— 

‘The statements of earnings and expenses are made up at the usual six 
monthly intervals. The statement ending 90th June, shows a profit of Ta 
38,409.98 on the River and Ningpo lines and Godowns, anda loss on 
the Fohkien, Pembroke, and Tsatlee of Tls. 12,849.53. The statement 
for the last six months of the year shows a profit of Tis. 114.608 69 on the 
River and Ningpo lines and Godowns, and a loss of Tis. 5,323.94 on the 
Fohkien, Pembroke and Teatlee. The net result is a profit of Tis. 


184, 845.20 on the business of the year, which is carried to credit of profit 
and Loss account. 


Statements of the profit and loss account, reserve account, and of the 
insurance and depreciation fund are now given. It will be seen that the 
entire balance of [ay and loss account, and also that the balance of the 
reserve account, have been transferred to credit of the insurance and de- 
preciation fund. The directors have decided to pursue this course with 
the accounts for the reason that the insurance and depreciation fund ac- 
connt was for the purpose of accumulating a fund for the purchase of 
steamers, and for the cost of repairs to the company’s boate, and inasrauch 
as all the net earnings of the company for the past year have been perma- 
nently invested in steamers, the directors consider that these earnings 
should be placed to credit of thisaccount. ‘The reserve account could not 
be considered as representing any real reserve 80 long as the insurauce and 
depreciation fund showed a balance at debit, and the directors believe that 
the transfer now made will tend to simplify the accounts, The amount 
that appears at credit of insurance and depreciation fund as now rendered 
will be required towards payment for repairs already authorised. 

‘The meeting of the Shanghai Gas Company was held on the 
27th Feb. The report stated :— 

“ Regular supplies of coal of @ description similar to that 
used by the Sydney Gas Works has been ordered on from Aus- 
tralia, and the first vessel should arrive about the end of Feb- 
ruary. In the meantime the engineer is using the best description 
of gas coal that can be obtained at this port. 

“OF the sum of Sh. Tls 15,000 additional loan, authorised 
by you to be raised for the completion and carrying ou of the 
works, only a sum of Sh. Tis. 5,000 has been required, and 
now that the income of the company has commenced, and 
shows evident signs of a rapid increase, it is expected that not 
any further liability in this respect need be incurred. 

“It is with regret that the directors have to announce that 
Mr. Dore, the engineer of the company has, in consequence of 
continued ill health, been compelled to tender his resignation, 
Steps have been taken for the appointment of a properly quali- 
fied engineer in his place, and he is expected to be here early 
in March, 

“ During the past year , the ‘value of the shares in this oom- 
pany fell in price as low as Sh. Tis. 60 each, but latterly an 
improvemeut,has taken place, and the most recent sales have 
been at Sh, Tis, 80 per share, at which rate they appear very 
firm with an upward tendency. It may be reasonably supposed 
that they will now soon arrive at par, when not any time will be 
lost in disposing of the remaining unsold shares, and the loans 
reduced to an insignificant; amount.’ 

The report having been adopted and the accounts’ passed, 
@ discussion then ensued as to whether it would be desirable 
to appoint a manager to the company in lieu of agents aa here- 
tofore, it being argued on the one side that a saving of expen- 
diture would be effected by such an arrangement, while onthe 
other hand it was thought that a ‘resident English engineer 
would be coustantly necessary on the spot, and that he could 
not be expected to devote his attention to offlce management ; 
and it was also suggested by Mr, Grew that it would be 
essential to have the offices of the gas company in town. The 
meeting then proceeded to the nomination ef new.directors, 
but great difficulty was experienced in finding gentlemem willing 
to act. Ultimately the following were propesed and elected, 
namely, Mesars. ‘Hargreaves, Hancock, Hayes and King, and 
after the usual compliment to the Chairman, Mr. C. J. King, 
combined with @ courteous recognition of his services to the 
company since its commencement, the meeting separated. 

It is under contemplation to make ta for the 
members of the Shanghae Club to lease the building from the 
shareholders, and. a meeting is advertised for the 10th Mareh, te 
take this subject into consideration. 

‘The annual meeting of Land Renters was to take place om 
the 9th March, This meeting will be more than usually im- 
portant as the draft of the new land regulations will be laid 
before it. The polling for the New Municipal Council took 
place on the 8th March: and the result at 4 p.m., though not 
officially declared, is stated to be as follows :—Edward Ford 
Duncanson, 123 ; William Keswick, 121 ; William§Probst, 121 ; 
James Cock Coutts, 111; Egbert Iveson, 107 ; Augustus Allen 
Hayes, Jr, 106; Alfred James How, 99; Edmund Henry

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A small native banker living in Fohkien Road was arrested a 
few days since on a charge of passing counterfeit dollars. The 
dollars are coined in Canton, and it is hoped to discover the 
individuals by whose means they were imported.

Mr. Mark 
ham to take Mr. Medhurst’s place as Consul at Hankow, and 
Mr. C. T. Jones to be Vice-Consul here. Mr. Forrest takes 
Mr. Consul Fittock’s office at Ningpo. Mr, Carroll to be Co- 
Judge, vice. Mr. Chaloner Alabaster ordered to Formosa. 
Chang-che-wan remains as Cantonese Interpreter until a 
good opportunity offers for helping him to a button. 

HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to the 15th March. The French mail of 
the 17th Jan. arrived out on the Ist March, and the English 
mail of the 26th Jan. on the 6th March. 

Governor Sir Richard MacDonnell took the oaths of office 
on Monday the 12th March. Her Majesty’s Commission 
having been read, ho made a short and lucid speech, in which he 
was understood to say, “that it devolved upon him to swear 
the members of the Legislative Council, but it did not appear 
neceasary to do so that day, theyjhaving already taken the usual 
oaths on assuming their seats in the Council, and it did not 
appear that there was occasion to find fault with them. As 
he found himself surrounded by such a number of civil and 
military servants of the crown and iniluential residents, he would 
takethe opportunityon assuming the honorable post of Governor 
of this colony in the terms of Her Majesty’s commission which 
had just been read, of reminding those present, that in the course 
‘of their duties, Her Majesty’s Ministers and representatives 
sometimes found themselves obliged to maintain the interests, 
dignity, and welfare of the Government, in opposition to the 
well known wishes of the people. He trusted however, that in 
carrying on the Government of this colony he should have the 
happiness to obtain and deserve the support of the people. It 
was his wish and hope to study the welfare of the inhabitants 
in all matters of general interest. But it was to be hoped that 
the one quality necessary to maintain all governments would be 
found here, namely loyalty among all classes: That, as well 
as thegood feeling and mutual esteem, which it had been his 
fortune to meet with in other parts of Her Majesty's dominions 
to which his duty had called him, he sincerely hoped would 
attend his Government in this colony.” His Excellency wore 

the usual blue and silver uniform, and looked in perfect 
- health. 

The Evening Mail of the 12th March says:—* The unfortu- 
nate 11th has been directed té remain in Hongkong, and the 
two companies at Japan are not to be withdrawn. We have re- 
liable information, that the present arrangements are as follows: 
—the 9th, as is previously stated, to go to Japan, and a wing of 
it will proceed in H.M.S. Adventure under the commaad of 
Major Darling direct to Yokohama on the 9th instant. She 
will then return with half the 20th, and afterwards make simi 
ar voyages, thus completing the change of quarters in two trips: 
-we also learn that the women and children of the 20th are to be 
left at Japan. This certainly appears s hard case, for when 
the regiment left for Japan they were left here for a year, and 
they may probably expect to pass an equal time at Yokohama 
separated from their husbands, The War Department seem 
o take a pleasure in tantalising the troops stationed in China. 
‘The 20th have first been misled by hopes of proceeding to 
India, end their cheerfulness at this prospect is suddenly 
blighted. The 11th however appear to be tlie peculiar shuttle- 
cock of Pall Mall incompetency—first Japan, then a Sanatarium 
in India, and now the prospect of quarters in the Happy 
Valley.” 

The agency of the Asiatic Bank Corporation has been trans- 
ferred from Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co. to the bank's 
eligible premises in the Queen's-road, under the management 
of Mr, James Greig. 

The adjourned meeting of the proprietors of the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Banking Company was held on the 3rd March, 
when it was resolved that each of the present shares of $250 
nomiral value should be exchanged for two new share; for which 
scrip is to be issued on the 16th proximo; say one paid-up 
share of $125 and another share of the same nominal value 
($125), on which a first call of $25 is to be made on the Ist 
July next. 

An emeute has taxon place on board another French covlie 














ship the Flore. The following paragraph respecting it is from 
the Evening Mail of the 14th March :—We hear with regret 
that a fresh outrage has taken place on board one of the French 
coolie-ships named the Flore, loading at Whampoa for Havana, 
A disturbance, of the nature of which information has not 
reached us, broke out on board this vessel two or three days ago, 
and was quelled only by severe measures, resulting in the death 
of at least one of the coolies. Secrecy is, as a matter of course 
so prevalent in these cases, that nothing more thar a bare 
outline of facts is likely to reach the public; but we should be 
glad to know whether this attempted rising has any connection 
with the recent kidnapping of some Chinese labourers from the 
East River, of which a rumour has reached Hong Kong. It has 
been reported that two heavily armed junks, in the guise of 
mandarin war boats, with Portuguese on board, recently visited 
Shee-lung, and that a number of labourers were induced to go 
on board them by the pretext that a mandarin who was stated 
to be in command of the junks was engaging braves and army 
coolies. No sooner had a number of victims been thus decoyed 
on board than the junks made off again for Canton. Great ex- 
citement prevails in the District ,betwoen the East River and 
Hongkong with regard to the operations of the coolie kid- 
nappers. 

Piracy has again been heard of, though in one case which 
has occurred the attempt could hardly be termed piratical. It 
appears that last week two Chinese junks which had left Macao 
to pick up “emigrants” along the coast were attacked by 
pirates not far from Lantao, and that the money and opium 
carried by one of them was captured, and the captain killed. 
The other case is that of the Dannevirke, Danish brig, which was 
attacked off Achow point on the morning of the Ist March, 
and plundered of all her valuables. No lives were taken, and 
it is supposed that the pirates are beginning to find out the 
different degree of criminal responsibility attached to piracy 
with and piracy without murder. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

His Excellency Sir Richard MacDonnell arrived here by the 
mail steamer on the 11th inst., and was sworn in as Governor - 
on the following day. As his arrival took place on a Sunday, 
he landed without a military reception. In my next I hope to 
be able to acquaint you with the commencement of some of 
those vigorous reforms with which public opinion credits his 
Excellency’s intentions, If Sir Richard does not bring too 
lawyer-like a mind to bear upon the great question of the go- 
vernment of Hong Kong, much may be expected from his well- 
known vigour and independence; but as the press of the colony 
have declared of late, with striking unanimity, the time has 
arrived for the application of British sense rather than British 
laws to the enormous [criminal mass which forms the{bulk of 
the Chinese population of Hong Kong. 

In my last I alluded to the fictitious story of Mr. Hart’s dis- 
missal from the post of Chief Inspector of the Foreign 
Customs Establishment in China. Nothing could be 
wider from the truth than this report; and, as a 
striking contradiction of it, I hear that Mr. Hart is 
about to proceed to England on a year’s leave of absence, 
taking with him a party of Chinese, who proceed semi-officially 
to explore the unknown regions of Europe. The principal 
member of this party is a small mandarin employed in the 
Board of Foreign Affairs, who takes with him two of the young 
Tartars who have been instructed in the English language during 
the last few years, and proceeds at the expense of the 
Customs to obtain an insight into the manners and arts of the 
various European countries with which the Chinese Government 
is in treaty relations. ‘The idea is an excellent one, and is no 
doubt the precursor of a more official mission. The party will 
probably leave Hong Kong by the next French mail. 

T also learn that previous to the determination to despatch 
this mission, the question of the continuance of tho foreign 
Customs’ establishment after the month of July next, when the 
indemnities are to be paid up in full, was referred to the Imperial 
Council. It was represented that the expenses of the depart- 
ment amount to three-quarters of a million of taels (£250,000), 
and that the Chinese are becoming more and more apt for the 
conduct of their relations with foreigners without an intermediate 
party ; but the decision in reply to the reference was, that 
matters are to cuntinue for the present in statu quo. 

‘The triumph over the rebels in the Canton province, which 
I mentioned iu my last, has been a great relief to the Imperial 
Government, and has enabled them to devote all their energies 
to operations against the Nien Fei near Hankow. The vic- 
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torious General has already left the Canton province ou his way 
to that place, and it is reported that the mighty Li 
Hug-chang, under whom Colonel Gordon operated until 
the treachery of Soochow took place, is to be moved as 
Viceroy to the Hupeh province, expressly to take the field 
in that ‘direction, The North China Herald has re- 
«ently started a theory that Li Hung-chang cherishes de 
signs of rebellion against the Peking Government. Nothing 
could be more absurd than an ides of this kind. The un- 
scrupulous but able mandarin in question enjoys a plenitude 
.of actual power in his present situation which he is far too 
wise to exchange for the perils of an aimless rebellion, in which 
he would not only encounter the resistance of the Peking 
“Government with such means as it would retain, but the hos- 
tility of every other official in the Empire, who would crush in 
a month any attempt made by one of their number to raise 
himself above the level of the rest. The suggestion is so 
puerile as scarcely to merit discussion, but as it may meet with 
attention at home I have devoted a few words to it. The 
slightest acquaintance with the history of China, or the modes 
of thought of the poople, would suffice to show that rebellion, 
with a view of grasping the Throne, is the last idea that 
would enter the mind of Chinese functionaries of high position. 
he true rebel and usurper has seldom been other than a suc- 
cessful bandit chief. 

In my last I reported the mutiny of coolies on board the 
“French ship Hong Kong, on the second day of her voyage 
from Canton to Havana. Since then it has been ascertained 
that a deliberate plot had been formed by a party of the 
“ emigrants,” before the vessel left Whampoa, in the belief 
that a large sum of money must be carried on board. The 
same was, no doubt, the case on board the British ship Pride 
of the Ganges. The Evening Mail pointed out, the other day, 
“that disorders on board coolie-ships were invariabty coincident 
with the carrying on of the French coolie trade. During the 
.years that no French barracoons were opened at Canton, 
vessels sailed regularly from thence to Demerara with Chinese 
emigrants without the slightest disturbance ; but the moment 
the Cuban trade reopened mutiny became the order of the day. 
Any one who has seen the doorway of the French so-called 
“migration House” at Canton, with the faces of ruffianly 
half-caste Portuguese peering through the bars by which it 
-cuts off access to the streets, need not be surprised to hear of 
any act of violence committed either by the dealers who 
“export” the unhappy coolies, or by mutineers among the 
4atter. Two fresh cases of mutiny have been reported since 
‘that of the Hong Kong, and I hear that a rising took place 
-the other night on board a fourth ship loading at Whampoa, 
which was not quelled until one at least of the coolies on board 
had been shot. The Chinese authorities are said to have re- 
Peatedly protested against the manner in which coolies are 
forcibly compelled to emigrate, but, as may be imagined, with 
little success, The business is conducted in the interest of an 
official of high rank at Paris, which fact, doubtless, accounts 
for the strenuous energy with which the French authorities in 
China support the traffic. In the meantime, it is rapidly 
decoming unsafe for Europeans to venture at a distance from 
Canton, as they are pursued by the villagers with shouts of 
“kill the kidnappers !” 


STRAITS OF MALACC. 
SINGAPORE. 
Dates aro to the 22nd March. No later advices had been 
received from London than those noticed in our last—viz., 
those of the 26th January. 
The fortnight has been chiefly remarkable (says the Stratis 
Times) for the farewell demonstrations made in favour of Sir 
Richard B, McCausland, who goes home by the present mail, 
after ten years’ occupation of the highest judicial post in the 
settlement, that of Recorder of the Supreme Court of Judica- 
tare. Before his departure, a grand banquet was given to him 
in the Town Hall. Some of the specches that were given on 
that occasion are worthy o f perusal even by our home readers ; 
for,J besides showing how high is the respect and esteem 
which Sir Richard McCausland has gained here from all 
classes, they are in some measure significant of the condition of 
the settlement. It will be seen that Sir Richard, whose point 
of observation has been a very high one, isa friend to that 
transfer of the settlement to the Colonial-office which, has been 
80 perseveringly urged here, Undoubtedly, the evil effects of 
the want of any local legislation must have often presented 
themselves to him in the administration of the law. 











The Commission appointed by Goverument some mouths 
ago to inquire into the plans of, the Pier Company, and also of 
a proposed railway from town to New Harbour, as well as to 
take into consideration the application made by the former 
company to reclaim a large portion of the shore frontage of the 
town for building purposes, has brought its labours to a close, 
The decision of Government has not yet been made known, 

Sir Richard McCuusland is not the only distinguished 
passenger which the present mail steamer will take from this. 
His Highness the Tumongong of Johore kas determined, the 
rst of his race, to venture on a trip to Europe, and leaves by 
the present steamer. His own claims and the claims of his 
family on English consideration are very great; for to the 
Tumongongs we owe, in a great measure, the peaceful manner 
in which we came into possession of Singapore. The present 
‘Tumongong is a fine example of a native gentleman,—be is 
intelligent, accessible and altogether free from arrogance, 
though he is now supreme ruler over the kingdom of Johore. 

HLM.’s steamer Xattler, Captain Webb, from Hong Kong, 
via Manila and Labuan, anchored in the harbour, March 17th. 
Captain Webb will succeed Captain Rowo, of H.M.’s steamer 
Coquette, a8 senior naval officer in the Straits, H.M.’s ship 
Arabia, Captain Madison, sailed on the 11th of March for 
Madras with the first detachment of the 34th M.N.L on board. 

The British brig Jervana, from China to Syduey, was lost 
on a shoal in the vicinity of Minto (Banca Straits) about the 
26th January ; wreck sold for 6,000f. The captain and crew 
arrived by the last Dutch mail steamer.

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COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 
Tea.—CaNtoy.—The few transactions that have taken place during 


the fortnight are reported for India and the colonies, and, as the teamen 
hold out for prices even higher than those last quoted, very little busines: 
will be done until musters of the new season's teas are exhibited, which 
will probably be in about six weeks’ time. No chops of Country Greens 
have come forward, and it is asserted that no more will arrive this season. 
In Canton-made teas the small settlements reported were effected by 
Parsee firms at former rates. 

Foo-chow. —No new feature of interest to advise, Reported scttle- 
‘ments were two small chops of Foochow-packed Conzous at previous rates. 
‘The teamen were busily occupied in making preparations for the coming 
new season, and the tirst boats with treasure and opium for the interior 
would probably take their departure in a week or ten days. 

SuaxcHat.—Black Teas : The business since our last issue has been 
Dut trifing in consequence of the market containing a very few samples, 
of tea of a desirable quality. One chop Ningchow has been settled at 
28 taels,’ the remaining purchases being so small as’ not to be worth par- 
ticularising. There have been no fresh arrivals, from either Hankow or 
Kiukiang. We quote prices—Ningchow. 28 taels, Hohow, 19 to 22 taels, 
Oonam, 22 to 24 taels. Settlements, 788 chests, and 1,067 half-chests. 
Stock 2 chops or 912 packages. Green Teas: There appears no desire, 
‘on the part of teamen. to realise, and the few settlements reported show 
no decline on last prices; particulars and prices of settlements as follows : 
1 chop Moyune at 46 taels; 2 chops Fychow at 32 to 384 taels re- 
spectively, and 1 chop Shanchai packed at 21 taels. The stock is, Fychow 
26,210 half-chests, and 3,200 half-chests Shanghai packed, Japan. 

Hanxow.—No news, in consequence of the season being closed. 

Kiuxiaxc.— Green Teas : There has been very little business done here 
during the last fortnight ; we have only heard of two purchases, at tls. 39 to 
41; nevertheless, the holders of tea are still firm in their demands, and 

otations closed as follows:—Fychow, and Tuckhing, tls. 30 to 35; 
oyune fine to finest, tls, 36.5.0 to 42 5.0; stock 13.861 packages, against 
140,910 the corresponding month last year. Black ‘Teas: Only one 
settlement lias taken place, a small chop of 412 half-chests, tls. 22.5, aud 
there is now nothing left in stock. 

YoxouamMa.—Tea: Transactions have been so limited in consequence 
of the New Year holidays that they are not worthy of particular comment. 

Raw SILK.—Canton.—There is no stock, and none is expected uatil 
this season's crop arrives. A few purchases have been made of tke com- 
moner sorts by Parsee firms, and then only at a reduced rate. 

Suanciat.—Seitlements very trifling, not reaching 200 bales China 
Silk. Purcha-es made lately show a fall of 30 to 40 taels, but some 50 
bales sold to-day (7th March) show a fall of 10 taels more, tending down- 
ward. The siik market is nearly cleared, the stock being only about some 
700 bales. The export is 51,498 bales, against 34,839 bales, an increase 
of 16,659 bales this season. Tsatlee: No. 1 and 2, none; No. 3, 590 to 
615 taels per picul; No. 4,570 to 585 taels per picul; No. 5, 530 to 
550 taels, Yuenfa and Haineens, 480 to 575 taels; these are merely 
nominal rates.

£.13,209,600. 54c. ‘Lhis difference, however, arises from the 
fact, that all the disbursements for India are now brought into 
this Budget, instead of, as formerly, making their appearance in 
part in the Budget of the Colonial Department. ‘The receipts are 
estimated in the Netherlands at f.62,477,747. 54c., and in Judia 
at £62, 84; togetherf.1 24,570,131. 84e., orf.8,244.262. 5 
more than in 1865, arising out of the circumstance that the 
sales of produce used to be accounted for without deducting 
the charges of realisation here. 

The value of the produce for 1867 is estimated at 
£.61,951,617.84c,, besides f.521,129.70c. worth of spices. In the

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampune, ArRin 24, 

As the German merchants and shipowners are every year 
extending more and more their commerce and navigation to the 
Far East, the flourishing progress of piracy in the China seas, 
which appears to have become a standing institution, has 
‘become an element of serious importance in their calculations 





of proft and loss. Of course these gentlemen are able to 
cover themselves from loss by the payment of a heavy premium 
of insurance, and do so to a considerable extent ; but then the 
loss falls the more heavily on the underwriters and Insurance 
Companies, as the risk generally includes a wide margin for 
assumed profit and probable freight. Under these circumstances 
the question has been mooted what steps can be taken to avoid, 
or at least greatly to reduce, these losses, and an agitation has 
been commenced here and at Bremen for reviving the ancient 
Hansa or Hanseatic League, which three or four hundred years 
ago was 80 formidable as to exercise the police on the sea and 
overawe the pirates by the extreme severity with which they 
acted. 

In the natural course of things it ought to be the 
duty of the Governments to protect their mercantile 
subjects by the display of an efficient naval force to put down 
piracy everywhere ; but the singular jealousy avd absence of 
unanimity even for their interests is unfortunately such a 
marked characteristic of the Teutonic character, that there is 
but little chance of bringing the Governments to take action 
in this case, The Weser Zeitung lately published a statistical 
table of the shipping returns of Hong Kong for the year 1865 
from official sources, and from the subjoined extract it will be 
seen that the German element forms no inconsiderable part of 
the navigation of that port :—

with crews numbering about 5,000 men. These German vessels 
labour under great disadvantages, and, what with low freights, 
risk of pirates and high premiums of insurance, have rouch 
difficulty in competing successfully with other flags, As large 
ships of war would be of no use in the suppression of piracy 
in the China seas, the only suitable class of vessels for this pur- 
pose would be gunboats. Prussia is the only North German 
State that has any ships of that description, but in the present 
threatening attitude she has chosen to assume it would be vain 
to expect her under existing circumstances to deprive her- 
self of their services on such a distant station, when at any 
moment they may be required for active war at home. It is 
therefore proposed to fit out a few gunboats for the protection 
of German interests by the merchants, shipowners and under- 
writers of the different States interested. No public meeting 
has yet been held on tho subject, but it has been taken up in 
a laudable spirit by the press both here and at Bremen. There 
would be no doubt many difficulties in the way of its execution, 
aud I fear it will not lead to any results, simply from the above 
mentioned want of unanimity in the transactions of all Germans 
belonging to different States, not only among the Governments 
but also with their subjects ; but the question bas been and is 
still discussed with some chance of eventful success. 

‘The Leipzig Fair has commenced under very inauspicious 
circumstances, and promises to be very bad indeed. In con- 
sequence of the unsettled state of political affairs, a great many 
people have been deterred from going to Leipzig at all, and the 
attendance of buyers is therefore very thin. The prices of 
leather are from 20 to 25 per cent. lower than were previously 
obtained, and there is also a great falling off in the value of 
woollen cloth. The fur trade is in a very depressed state, for 
the winter having been everywhere so mild the salo of furs was 
very meagre and the dealers have all still large stocks on 
hand and fresh parcels are being offered for which they have 
no outlet. For some hitherto unexplained reason the usual 
Russian supplies were greatly behindband, and bad only just 
begun to arrive, and in very moderate quantities. 

Among the arrivals at foot will be found that of the Ham- 
burg barque Wappaeus from Singapore. This vessel has been 
abseut for uearly three years, and was reported as lost, but has 
now unexpectedly turned up all right, and sailed into the 
harbour decked out with innumerable flags and firing a salute 
of guns. 

Letters from St, Petersburg state that the ice in the Neva 
broke up and put itself in motion on the evening of the 
16th inst.

Discount.—Money continues scarce, and the rate of discount 6} per 
cent., being rather higher than last week. ‘The Stock Exchange has fully 
recovered from its late panic, and Aust Securities are higher than 
before. The chief object of speculal here are the shares of the Aus- 
trian Bank of Credit, the value of which Guctuates considerably every day.

MASTERS IN THE NAVY—MR, PARKER, R.N., AND 
KAGOSIMA, 

The following letter (addressed to the Editor of the Army 
and Navy Gazette) contains un apt illustration of the unjust 
manner in which masters in the Navy are treated under the 
present system, We understand that Mr. Fag, M.P., intends 
bringing forward a motion on the subject in the House of 
Commons. 

Sir,—My attention has just been drawn to an article in your r of 
the 17th inst. on the above subject, in which you allude to the services of 
Mr. Parker, R.N. This officer, in addition to serving in the Baltic, Black 
Sea, and Sea of Azof, when he obtained the Legion of Honour for his 
services ashore under Captain—then Lieutenant—Day, V.C., of the Re- 
cruit, was on the bridge of the Euryalus when both the captain and com- 
mander were killed. On our return to Yokohuma, after the naval action 
of Kagosima, all on the station thought he would be promoted to the rank 
of commander, in accordance with the Admiralty rules, especially as if 
Cepiaias Josling and Wilmot had survived they would have been rewarded, 
and two of the lieutenants on board, viz., Captains Hunter and Roe, got 
the death vacancies of those officers. 

On the receipt of Admiral Kuper’s despatch, published in the London 
Gazette of the 80th of October, 1863, in which the Admiral stated, in 
allusion to the services of officers generally on the occasion, “ that those 
which have been brought more prominently to my knowledge are those of 
Mr. W. H. Parker, master of my flag-ship, who with the assistance of the 
masters of the ships present, succeeded in’ making a rough survey of the 
Bay of Kagosima, without which the squadron would have been unable 
to take up the eligible position it subsequently occupied whilst attacking 
the batteries, The steady and confident manner in which Mr. Parker 
steered the Euryalus within point blank range deserved my highest com- 
mendations.” It was with great astonishment that we saw the extra 
promotions of one of every line from the commanders downwards except 
the masters’ line. About this period Mr. Parker was invalided, and Inaw 
no more of him until embarking with the Japanese Commissioner and 
suite at Devonport last December, on board Admiral Freemantle's steam 
yacht the Princess Alice. At the Commissioner's dinner afterwards, I 
learnt that Mr. Parker had been for six months after his returo from Japan 
on half pay, viz., 63. a day, and was considered to have got a good berth 
in the command of the Princess Alice, with 13s. and 2nd command pay 
a day for five years, but on the expiration of that period (in 1869) he 
reverts to his old position, and if on half pay 8s, a day. Mr. Parker has 
four children, and I know be has made strenuous exertions to get one of 
his boys—eight years old—a nomination to Christ's Hospital, but without 
success, and as boys cannot be entered after ten year old, I should be very 
thankful if this, my first letter addressed to your columns, could secure 
such a nomination through one of the numerous governors of that institu- 
tion, of whora I believe about 150 have no: neeach year. It may 
be well to mention that my interest in Parker chiefly arose 
from proceeding up the Gulf of Kegosima with Captains Borlase 
and Josling to test bis chart of the bay, which resulted in the discovery of 
Prince Satsuma’s three steamers—their capture next morning, and the un- 
expected caval action the same day, all of which is mentioned by the Ad- 
miral io bis despatch above quoted.—Fagpgaic Baring, Major Royal 
Engineers. 
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THE DISASTROUS REPORT OF THE COMMERCIAL BANK 


CORPORATION OF INDIA AND THE EAST. 
(MONEY MARKET REVIEW.) 

‘There is a manly courage in the patient bearing of unforeseen misfortune 
which elevates adversity to something resembling dignity, and we think 
there is something of in the report in which the directors of this com- 
Pany announce their losses to the shareholders. They have sustained 
great and signal reverses by the incapacity or default of several of their 
onlicials, but, for anything we as yet know, without any retlection upon 
the honour of the board. The company have recently had to face a season 
of almost unparalleled commercial vicissitudes in India and the East, in 
which, in consequence of the numerous failures of firms of high standing 
and repute, it would have been scarcely possible under the most favourable 
circumstances to have eatirely avoided loss, But the circumstances under 
which the directors had to encounter these vicissitudes were not of the 
most favourable character. When this company, in January, 1865, took 
to themselves a transfer of the business and branches of the late com- 
mercial Bank of India, they took over, after a period of great commercial 
Prosperity, @ staff and a system which had not been organised by them- 
selves, and had mever been adequately tried and tested. ‘hey knew that 
some defects might reasonably be anticipated, because the difficulty of 
obtaining a body of properly qualified directors’ st Bombay was the main 
reason for establishing the head quarters of the bank in London. It was 
under these circumstances, and befure the character and qualitications of 
the officers, and before the probable defects of the aystem could be properly 
investixated and rectified, that the period which was to try both so severely 
suddenly arrived. 

‘The results have been serious, but not hopelessly disastrous. Tne losses 
incurred have swept off the whole of the reserve fund, £159,000, and the 
balance brought forward from the last account, £69,500, and the whole of 
the last year's protits, amounting to £70,439, and they leave, besides, a 
balance to the debit of profit and loss in the new account. But the losses, 
though thus heavy, are not more than the company are able to bear, and, 
asiuming that the profits of the current year will not be less than those 
called ordinary profits for the past year, they will bo more than sufficient 
to clear off the balance now stansing to the debit of proiit and loss. 
company, therefore, at the end of the current year will again start clear of 
the past. The total amount of loss appears to be about £375,000. Ac- 
cording to the report, the losses on sterling bills falling due during the 
Past year have been estimated at £123,000, “and the directors have

others during tke recent share mania has been estimated at the sum of 
£89,000, “ and the directors have written off that sum accordingl: Mr. 
Newby, the azent appointed by the late Commercial Bank of India for the 
purchase of bullion at San Francisco, for remittance to China, had ad- 
vanced considerable sums, amounting, in the whole, to £196,782, un the 
security—incredible though it may seem—of certain mining shares, none 
of which could be realised at present except at a ruinous depreciation. 
The estimated loss on these advances amounts to the sum of £118,233 
and the directors have written off that sum likewise. Mr. Wiggins, the 
late manager of the company at Shanghai, seems to have involved the 
funds of the bank in certain land and other speculative or irregular trans- 
actions, and the loss expected to result is estimated at £53,000. ‘The 
losses from bad debts at that agency further amount to about £38,000, 
aud the directors have written off that sum also; together with £3,000 
for a bad debt at Hong Kong, and £1,500 for bad debts at Calcutta. 

This ‘ory of the Commercial Bank of India is but another of the 
many cases illustrating what extreme cure and discrimination are requisite 
in the selection of the managers, sub-manazers, and agents of joint-stock 
Danks, and especially where the spheres of their operations, as in this 
case, are at auch a distance from the head-quarters. To be etlicient for 
the purposes of the bank, they must necessarily be endowed with larze 
discretionary powers; and their extreme desire to do business and realice 
Profits, in order to meet the expectations of the directors and sharchulders, 
must operate as a contiaual spur to their eagerness in secking investinents ; 
and in that pursuit their judgment and discretion will be perpetually in 
dauger of being over-ridden by their zeal. ‘The field of their operations 
will most frequently be new, requiring extreme judgment on their part, 
and great need of control and advice, such as might be afforded by etticient 
colleagues, or a responsible board of directors, neither of whicli, in most 
cases, are available, The temptations to error are much greater, and the 
securities against it are, from the nature of the position, much less effec- 
tive than in ordinary cases at home. Such appointments require men of 
the largest knowledge, judgment, and experience, and they are most likely 
to Le souht after and accepted by men possessing more restless activity 
and enterprise than either. It would seem unjust to reproach the directors, 
in the present case, for want of judgment or discrimination in the selec- 
tion of their managers and agents, for they have scarcely time for the 
exercise of either before the crisis arrived. But it will, no doubt, be a 
signal warning to them, and we may hope to other boards also. In thit 
case there may still be a prosperous future for the Commercial Bank of 
India and the East. They have a subscribed capital of a million, and 
hold on deposit and current accounts nearly two millions more. ‘They 
have a large field to work in, and ample means to employ in it, and in 
less than a year from the present time they may have written off the Ja-t 
shilling of their present losses, and start afresh with an enlarged conn: 
tion, a valuable fund of experience, and a tried and chastened staff. We 
have seen 60 many instances of the elasticity with which the joint-stock 
principle rises superior even to difficulties like these that we cannot despair 
of the future of this bank.

| on their investment. Ie would now address himself to the balauce-sheet. 
| They would observe the small amount of liabilities of the company in 
Proportion to their operations and their property. The bills payable— 
perhaps the most formidable item in a balance-shcet—were here only 
! £270,000; and considering that they dealt in milliona, he thought that 
wes not a large amount. Their cash at the bankers’ was £322,000. The 
| debentures were still comparatively inconsiderable, amounting 10 £77,320, 
but it showed the progress of the company, and was evidence of the fact 
that it was gaining a solid reputation, as the calumnies axainst it ceased 
to have any eliect on their property.

he was not in a position to state at present whether any deliuite course 
had ben resolved upon to satisfy the wishes of the partics interested. 
With regard to the remuneration of the directors, he wished to inform 
the meeting that he had received several letters, in which inquiries were 
| made touching that eubject. ‘They would tind that by the articles of 
association the directors were entitled to 10 per cent. of the net profits, 
after 10 per cent. had been set aside for the shareholders, amongst whom 
the remainder was equally divided, Te did not deny that this formed a 
handsome remuneration to the directors, but considering the cha-

‘The Caras said he did not know whether the proposer and seconder 
of the amendment intended to persist in the step they had taken, but he 
would state fur their information that on techaical and legal grounds they 
could not increase the dividend, 

Mr. Crovest said he wanted an increase of bonus. 

‘The Crrammatax : We can’t do it. 

Mr. Crovent : What do we come here for? 

‘The CiainMan: A public meeting can diminish a dividend, but they 
cannot increase it. ‘There are two courses open to you—either to negative 
the report, or to refer the matter back to the directors. 

Mr. Crovcit suggested the adoption of the latter course. 

Mr. Mippiemtst, while disclaiming anything like hostile feeling towards 
the buard, though: it would be very sutisfactory to the directors, and cer= 
tainly satisfactory to the entire body of shareholders and the public, if 
steps were taken to examine the securities—(hear, hear)—and he would 
suggest the appointinent of tive independent shareholders for that purpose. 
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(Hear, hear," and “No, no.) If the company wished to meet the 
malicious reports which had been circulated to their detriment, they would 
adopt that course. 

‘Mr. Bruce in seconding the motion for a committes of investigation, 
said the directors had been re-discounting bills, for the parpose of “ raising 
the wind,” to yet money with which to pay the dividends, (Uproar.) 

Colonel Datze.t, wished to ask the board what amount of their fands 
was advanced on their own shares? (Hear, hear.) He would ack the 
anditors, if they were present—and they were men of high character and 
unquestionable ability—whether the value they had placed upon the 
securities of the company was the value at which they were taken, or that 
which they were represented on the day on which the accounts were made 
up? Ile wished to ask whether these securities bore any liability beyond 
that which would ordinarily attach to them, and whether they were bona 
fide securities? They were told that their shares represented £8 13s. Gd., 
‘but the question was whether they could get that sum for them, and it 
should be remembered that the value of the shares depended on the cha- 
racter and value of their securities. If the auditors would answer his 
questions satisfactorily he believed the value of their shares would be 
raised to their proper standard. (Cheers) 

Mr. Vixtxa would ask whether their directors held as many shares now 
‘as they did at the last half-yearly meeting, and he wished the question to 
apply to them individually? He wished to know ifthe directors had taken 
‘and now held their proportion of the new shares? 

U(Mr. Trusr wished to know whether the statements contained in the 
prospectus of the Imperial Land Company of Marseilles, brought out by 
their company, were true. (Laughter.) 

‘Mr. MAYNARp (one of the auditors of the company) in reply to Colonel 
Dalzell’s questions, said the securities were not taken at their nominal 
value, but they were taken, he thought, at less than their warranted value. 
Applause.) ‘As regarded the other question, whether any extraordinary 
iability attached to the securities of the company, he begged to give an 
emphatic answer in the nezative. (Cheers.) 

‘The Cuainsas said that in consequence of his illness ho was not in a 
position to answer all the questions put, but he bad no doubt Mr. Grant, 
their managing director, would give all the information desired. As re- 
garded the Imperial Land Company of Marseilles, he wished to say he 
‘was ill in bed when that undertaking came out, and therefore he could 
not reply to the inquiry put respecting that company, which was brought 
out by the Credit Foncier and Mobilier with every prospect of success, and 
with temporary actual success. He took that opportunity for asserting 
that there was a wide-spread conspiracy in existence for the purpose of 
deteriorating the value of their property. He thonght they had informa- 
tion which would enable them to expose individusls to ignominy and 
contempt. As regarded the questions put to him, he observed that some 
of them were of a personal nature, inasmuch as they referred to the 
holdings of the directors. It had been insinuated that some of the 
directors had parted with a portion of their shares. He did not know that 
information of this kind should be asked for at a public'meeting. (Hoar, 
hear.) However, he would tell them he had no knowledye of anything of 
that kind. If any gentleman would come to him privately he would 
show him his holdings; and they recently had instances of persons coming 
to see the holdings of each director, His holdings were large, and perhaps 
more than it was prudent he should have; but he held them because he 
Applause.) 

Colonel Darzert asked if any of the shares supposed to be held by the 
public were held b: 

The Cuarrman: Not one. (Cheers) 

Colonel Datzeut wished to know whether any individual shareholder 
‘was responsible to the company for advances given on the security of his 
shares. 

The CrtarrMan replied that such @ proceeding was not sanctioned, ex- 
cept in special instances, and then when the shares were accompanied by 
collateral securities. 

Colonel Darzi, asked if any pecuniary advances wore made to the 
directors or ottice bearers. 

The Cuainsan replied that being absent for three or four months from 
London, he was unacquainted with the details which may be within the 
knowledge of other directors. He was told that some trifling advances 
were made to members of the board, but they had been accompanied by 
collateral securities. 

Colonel Datzeut: Itis most suicidal to make advances upon any con- 
sideration to the directors. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) 

‘The CHATRMAN said it was not the practice to make those advances. 
‘The advances made were trifling in amount, and in a short time would be 
extinct. ‘The statement of Mr. Bence to the effect that they gave 
dividends by raising the wind was beneath his notice, (Cheers and up- 
roar.) 

The motion as to the adoption of the report was then put and carried 
‘with one dissentient, 

A vote of thanks was moved to Bir. Grant, the managing director. 

‘Mr. Vininc protested that bis questions had not been answered. He 
entirely believed in the business habits of Mr. Grant, and he would not 
dissent from the motion ; but he wished to know from Mr. Grant whether 
at the last mecting he did not hold 2,000 shares, and if he had only taken 
674 instead of 1,200 odd of the new shares, and now held only 300 old shares. 

Mr. Gnaxt, who was received with cheers, then proceeded to deal 
seriatim with the questions put by shareholders. | He explained in reference 
to the shares held by him, that he got new shares because he found them 
cheaper than old ones, and said his holdings of both classes of shares ex- 
tended to 1,000, Ile begged to say he reserved to himself the right to hold 
as many shares ashe liked, just as would be the case with any shareholder. 
A great deal of discussion had taken place with regard to the balance- 
sheet, and he wished to touch upon the subject and to give the shareholders 
an instanco of the undesirability of observing that fallness of detail which 
seemed (0 be so much wished for. The International Financial Association 
wanted to give their sharcholders the detail of every investment, and they 
formed their balance-sheet in this way:—By cash at bankers’, so much; 
dy sundry debtors for advances on securities, so much ; by Hudson's Bay 
Company 1,740 shares at par, £342,800. They would have thought 
the shareholders would be extremely gratified at this information ; but 


































































what was the fact? The moment the Stock Exchange saw the 
nature of the securities retained by the International Financial 


Association in their coffers, they naturally supposed they did not 
want them as a permanent investment, but would sooner or later sell 
them, and the company were in consequence unable for many months to 
get rid of those securities, With respect to the commission alleged to have 
been received by the directors, he pledged his word of honour that it was 
only on the balance the directors took their commission. With respect to 
the statement of Colonel Dalzell as to the advances made upon securities 
of shareholders, he wished to say that the security in these cases was ac- 
companied by the security of the shares. (Hear, hear.) In conclusion, 
he assured the proprietors that although, as it bad been stated, other com- 
panies had fallen through in consequence of the absence of inquiry on 
the part of shareholders, he thought such would not be the case with 
them. (Loud cheers.) 

‘The vote of thanks to Mr. Grant was carried with acclamation, and « 
‘vote of thanks to the chairman concluded the business of the meeting. 


ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION, 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held on the 19th inst. 
at the offices in ‘Threadneedle-street ; H. G. Goxvow, Esq,, in the chair. 
The directors’ report has already been published. : 

Tho CHainmay, after apologising for the absence of three of the directors 
owing to unavoidable causes, moved the adoption of the report. He re- 
gretted that the dividend now proposed fell short of those which it had 
been his good fortune to announce on former occasions, They had had to 
go through a very unexpected crisis, and in common with all banks con- 
nected with the East they had suffered losses aud a diminution of profit, 
The losses had occurred in the usual course of business, atising partly 
from failares in local banking business, and partly from mercantile 
failures in this country. ‘The diminished receipts of the company had 
arisen in a great measure from the excessive competition to which they 
had been exposed, and moreover the board had been, hy the force of 
circumstances, compelled to keep a large reserve when there was no pro- 
spect of a profitable employment of it, However, it was satisfactory to 
know that they had written off all bad debts, and maie ample provision for 
whatever was doubtful. The capital and reserve funds were intact, and 
the credit of the corporation had never Leen in a higher position. (Cheers.) 
In the interval between the issue of the report and the meeting he had 
received several letters from friends of the corporation making inquiries 
which he had now very great pleasure in answering. An original share~ 
holder had been so satistied with the answers which he (the chairman) 
made him, that he expressed a hope that he would communicate them to 

the mecting. He (the chairman) had taken the questions put to him by 
the gentleman to whom he alluded, and had written the answers, and 
these he would now put the meeting in possession of, inasmuch as they 
embodied all the information which it was desirable to obtain regarding 
the affairs of the company, The first question put to him was whether 
they were involved with any banks, or finance or discount companies in 
Bombay, in this country, or elsewhere. Ilis answer was in the negative, 
being qualified by the addition that the only connection they had with 
such companies arose in the usual way of business. ‘Ile second question, 
which was no doubt snggested by recent losses consequent upon investment 
in land in China, was whether the company had invested ary money in 
this way, and to that he gave a negative answer. He should add that of 
course they required premises there for conducting their business. The 
third question was what bad caused the fall in their shares. (Laughter.) 
‘A reduction in dividend had no doubt in part produced that effect; but a 
reference to the sbare list showed that their shares stood as high, if not 
higher, than those of their neighbours. ‘The fourth question was—how 
were higher dividends made by other banks? His answer was that some 
might make higher dividends by London business, which had been very 
protitable during the past few years, and some mizut make higher protits 
by running risks which they did not care to do. ‘The fifth question was— 
had any officers been recalled on account of irregular operations or for 
doing bad business? Ilis answer was a negative one, and he might 
add that although their losses had been severe they had all been incurred 
in the regular course of their business, and not from any exceptional or 
irregular transactions. The sixth and last question was whether all bad 
and doubtful debts had been provided for, and to that he had already given 
a satisfactory answer. He would add that during the last six months of 
1865 no bad or doubtful debts had been incurred, and the accounts re- 
ceived from the branches showed that an excellent business was doing, 
with fair profits. (Cheers.) 

Replying to questions pat by shareholders, 

‘The CiatrMan said, the reserve and insurance funds were invested in 
consols and Indian Government securities.

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THE MORTALITY OF TROOPS IN HONG KONG, 

TuE special committee moved for by Colonel Norru to in- 
quire into the mortality of troops in China commenced its 
sittings on the 19th instant. Dr. Svewn was the first witness 
examined. His term of service in Hong Kong extended from 
1860 to 1865, during the whole of which time he states that 
the smells from sewers and drains were most noxious and 
offensive, and no remedy was attempted up to the time of his 
departure. There was, in his opinion, sufficient recreation for 
the troops, there being a gymnasium, cricket-ground, and many 
other places for their exercise in Hong Kong; and there were 
also bagatelle boards, drafts, and chess. Workshops would 
have been a great boon to them, and was one of the prin- 
cipal things required there. The soldiers did not 
have much drill in the hot weather, and what 
they did was of very short duration, The health of pri- 
soners was better than that of the soldiers, the prisoners 
hardly ever suffering from fever. He attributed this to the 
fact that the prisoners were housed, well taken care of, and 
looked after, while the soldiers were out in the heat, hardly 
ever sleeping on a bed. All the water-closets in Hong Hong 
were fearfully offensive, many of them not being used, while 
the drains, if such they could be called, were horrible in the 
extreme, The number of troops who died from fever decreased 
wonderfully in one year, through the administration of quinine 
wine to them. Subsequently the Government refused to send 
any more for their use, but he could not tell for what reason. 
The cost of the quinine wine was very small, being at the rate 
of one halfpenny per dose, each dose being half a wine glassfull. 
He considered the barracks in which the troops were at that 
time stationed totally unfit for the purpose and badly situated, 
being built in a ravine or hollow, The best place for the 
barracks would be on the hill where the cathedral stands, which 
is kept cool by the constant breeze. Dr. SNELL then exhibited 


some interesting photographs, showing the localities, &., in| 


which the troops were stationed. 
The first point which attracts’attention in this evidence is 


the stress Jaid by Dr. Sveti on the value of workshops, as aj 


means of occupation for the men. There was no deficiency of 
means of recreation, we are told; but it is self-evident that 
mere amusement is not all that is required. Work of a healthy 
and suitable description should be provided, and would not 
only aid in promoting the health of the troops, but would be 
welcomed as a boon by tho majority of them, There seems, 
however, to be no medium between constant, exhausting fatigue, 
and useless idleness, which is a ‘certain incentive to drinking 
and other vice. Dr.SneLt describes the condition of the 
prisoners in Hong Kong gaol as infinitely superior to that of 
the troops in almost every way, and adduces an instance of 
what we can only term deliberate cruelty, in the sudden with- 
drawal of the supplies of quinine wine, an inexpensive medicine 
which, during the time it was issued, had been found to act 
almost as a specific against fever. So far, the evidence tends 
rather to strengthen than to extenuate the charge of gross and 
wilful neglect brought against the military authorities. We 
shall continue to “report progress” as the Committee continues 
to take evidence, 
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PIRACY IN CHINA WATERS. 

‘Wnenever any great evil is shown to exist there is no lack 
of proposed remedies for it. Piracy, among others, haa received 
its due share of attention, and numerous schemes, more or less 
practical, have been promulgated with a view to its suppression 
—all, so far, without effect. Our correspondent Navticus, 
however, whose letter will be found in another column, brings 
forward an eutirely novel suggestion, and one which is certainly 
ingenious in its conception, although it would prove almost 
impossible, we fear, to put it into execution. Nauricus proposes 
nothing less than a complete avd compulsory disarmament of 
all native trading vessels, large or small, belonging to China 
and the various islands of the Eastern Archipelago ; to be fol- 
lowed within a given period by a stringent search made by 
gunboats belonging to the Treaty Powers, which should then 
ruthlessly destroy all vessels found armed, the mere possession 
of arms being taken as proof of guilt. It ix very true that 








the necessity which is at present assumed to exist for every 
peaceable trader to arm in self-defence, frequently serves as 
8 shield for piratical operations, and that the difficulty which- 
hence arises of discriminating between traders and pirates is 
oneof the chief obstacles in the way of any effectual measures. 
for the suppression of the evil. But how is the proposed 
agreement between the Chinese Government and the petty 
chieftains of the Archipelago to be brought about ? 

As regards China, we have over and over again experienced. 
the difficulty of inducing its Government to adopt any salutary 
measure of internal reform, and even if the Cabinet could be 
induced to assent to any such arrangement, there is little 
chance of the various provincial authorities being either able. 
or willing to carry it out. And the “chieftains ” of the Archi- 
pelago 1—Why, it would be the work of a lifetime to bring: 
them all to act in concert for such a purpose, and even if that. 
were accomplished there is small probability of any good re- 
sulting. Suppose, however, we could bring all these potentates. 
to join with one accord in a hearty united effurt to do away 
with piracy ; suppose the fiat gone forth; would not the dis- 
arming of those vesscls which at once obeyed the mandate be. 
the signal for the bolder ones to renew their depredations. 
without fear of resistance from their defenceless prey? And 
as for the stringent search by foreign vessels of war, the intri- 
cate and dangerous coast line of the South of China and the. 
adjacent islands would afford as many places of shelter then as. 
they do now. For the present we must be content to wait 
the result of whatever measures may be adopted by Sir RicHaRD 
MacDonwext, who will doubtless take one step in the right. 
direction, when he has had time to utilize the sum placed at 
his disposal out of the annual military contribution of Hong. 
Kong. 

THE CHINA SQUADRON. 

A PARAGRAPH in the Army and Navy Gazette informs us that. 
“ Rear-Admiral Georce Sr, Vincent Kina, who hoisted his flag 
on board the Princess Royal in February, 1864, and who 
proceeded shortly afterwards to the Cape of Good Hope and 
East India station, but was, on the 17th of January, 1865,. 
appointed Commander-in-Chief on the Coast of China, with 
the temporary rank of Vice-admiral, is now the second on the 
list for promotion, and already several officers have intimated 
to the proper quarter their readiness to accept the appointment 
of his successor.” This would clearly seem to indicate that as- 
soon as Rear-Admiral Kine becomes a Vice-admiral he must 
necessarily resign his command, or be superseded. Way this 
should be the case is not so clear. On a station of inferior 
importance, which is habitually commanded by a rear-admiral, 
we can understand the expediency of the holder of such an 
appointment relinquishing it on gaining a step ; just as a Com- 
mandergives up his corvette or sloop on becoming a Post-captain.. 
But the China station is recoguised as a Vice-Admiral’s com- 
mand. Rear-Admiral Krxa, to render him eligible for it, received 
the temporary rauk of Vice-Admiral ; yet as soon as he rises 
in the ordinary course of events to that status which would 
entitle him to hold the position without any temporary or 
fictitious rank, he is immediately deprived of it! Dundreary- 
isms are out of fashion, but really this is a “sort of thing that. 
no feller can understand.” 

Among the promotions in the navy, under date 12th instant, 
we are glad to notice that Lieutenant Hevry C. St. Joux, com- 
manding H.M. gunboat Opossum, has been promoted to the 
rank of Commander “ in consideration of the skill and judgment 
“ displayed by him in effecting the destruction of a large piratical 
“force of Chinese junks without loss in the attack and capture.” 
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THE CHINA DINNER, 

‘Tae annual China dinner will this year be held on Friday, 
the 18th of Mny, at Willis's Rooms, King-street, St. James's ; 
Sir John F. Davis, Bart., in the chair, Tickets will be issued 
as last year to officers of the army and navy and Civil Service 
who have served in China or Japan, and to merchants, profes- 
sional gentlemen, &c., who have resided or travelled in those 
countries. Major Brine, R.E,, is Honorary Secretary in this 
country, and Mr. S. Mackenzie in China. 


THE FRENCH MAIL SERVICE. 

AN extremely important discussion is now going on in the 
Corps Legislatif on the great question of free trade in ship- 
ping. The French Government, after having established an 
inquiry into the condition of the mercantile marine, has intro- 
duced a Bill for allowing not only commercial vessels to be built 
or purchased abroad, but also every kind of material to be used 
in the construction and rigging of vessels to be employed in the 
merchant service to be admitted duty free, and, gradually, to 
remove all the restriction on navigation, The shipbuilders, 
backed by the protectionists, oppose this measure with all their 
might, and ask instead that shipbuilding and navigation which 
have done so badly under protection shall have more instead of 
less given to it. It is not within our province to take up the 
general question, important as it is to the commercial interests 
of Great Britain, but that of the mail services and subsidies 
which naturally arose during the debate is one which falls 
directly within our scope, and cannot fail to have considerable 
interest for our readers, The protectionists who would, if pos- 
sible, induce the Government to try and shut out foreign com- 
petition by the maintenance or the re-enactment of differential 
duties and charges in favour of the French flag, complain loudly 
of the twenty-four millions of fraucs, rather less than one mil- 
lion sterling per annum, paid in the form of subventions to the 
companies carrying the mails, One of the principal speakers 
on the protectionist side, M. Pooyzr Quertier, declared in the 
debate in question that the mail service had very little to do 
with the matter, and added—“I must say that when I see our 
“ free-traders pocket these twenty-four millions in the name of 
“ liberal principles my reason is confounded.” Such is the view 
taken by a protectionist of what many other people believe to 
be necessary and profitable protection of a special kind, 

The attacks made upon the mail companies and the whole 
system of subventions were furious, and gave rise to some very 
angry and indignant denials, It was said, amongst other things, 
that the transport of silk from China to London cost less than 
from China to Marseilles, and allusion was made to certain 
contre-lettres, said to exist, which made deductions on prices 
named in bills of lading; this was absolutely denied 
by the Mrvister of State on the authority of the Director 
of the Company. The allegation was, however, categorically 
repeated, the same deputy, having declared that he maintained 
his assertion, said, “if the Messageries Imperiales Company 
“ produced its contre-letres it would be condemned for illicit 
“ traffic ;” and, he added, “ the contre-lettre is secret ; it modi- 
“ fies the tariff indicated by the bill of lading and permits the 
“ company to arrange matters as it pleases. This is a fact 
“ which defies all contradiction.” The matter was allowed to 
drop for a moment, but it came up again in two succeeding days’ 
debate on the same subject. A letter said to have been written 
by one of the first silk houses in Marseilles was read, and after- 
wards placed in the hands of the Mixister of Stave, in which 
the writer complained that engagements made with him had 
been ill-fulfilled by the Messageries Imperiales, and that 
foreigners were treated on such favourable conditions that those 
French houses which have establishments in Japan are 
threatened with the necessity of suspending their operations, 
The fact specially complained of in the letter is, that while the 
Messageries Imperiales charge 130f. per 100 kilogrammes from 
Marseilles to Japan, their agent at Zurich issues a printed tariff 
in which the rate from the latter place is only 85f. 10c. The 
circular in question is printed in the report of the debate, and 
according to this document it appears that the rates charged 
from Zurich are much lower than those from Marseilles. These 
are as follows :—To Aden, India, and Hong Kong, 65f. 10c. the 
100 kilogs.; to Batavia and Shanghai, 75f. 10c.; and to Yoko- 
hama, 85f. 10c., insurance not included. But it is only fair to 
mention that, according to the terms of this circular, the rates 
mentioned therein only apply to goods composed of cotton, of 
cotton mixed with a small quantity of silk, of wool or half wool, 
and which do not exceed in value 2,000f per 100 kilogs. ; more- 








over, the cases are limited generally to a weight of 225 kilogs., 
and those containing goods from Saint Gall, which are lighter 
than others, to 125 kilogs. No explanation was offered, or at 
least none appears in the reports of the debates, why a similar 
special tariff is not offered to the merchants of Marseilles, who 
complain, through the mouth of M. Pourer Querir, by whom 
the question was brought before the Corps Legislatif, that the 
manufacturers of Germany who might choose to send their 
goods by way of Zurich would have not only an advantage over 
their Frenchfrivals of nearly 45f. per 100 kilogs., but also the 
option of despatching them either by fast or slow train as they 
thought fit, while the French manufacturers are confined to the 
use of the latter. We have no doubt that the Messageries 
Imperiales will offer some explanation of the circumstances 
called in question, and as it touches English as well as French 
commerce we shall look for it with interest. 

In the course of the debate in question, M. Euacz Prrzrer 
gave the following as the progress of the imports and exports of” 
silk, woollen, cotton and linen manufactures since the reduction 
of the duties—in 1861 the imports of these articles amounted 
in value to 48 millions of francs, and in 1865 the amount was 
76 millions ; the exports of the same classes of goods amount 
to 591 millions in the former, and to 905 millions in the latter 
year; an awkward fact, as M. Peremre pointed out, for those 
who predicted the utter ruin of French commerce to account for. 





SIAM. 

Tae report of Consul Knox to Earl Russet, on the trade of: 
Siam for the year 1864, is a most cheering record of the steady 
increase of British commerce with that country. It exhibits 
an increase in British shipping cleared from the port of Bang- 
kok of 27,954 tons as compared with the year 1862, The 
entire imports of Siam, which, according to Consul Knox, were: 
but £587,658 in 1862, had risen to £1,167,597 in 1864. A 
glance at the list of these imports shows that by far the 
greater and more valuable part are of British origin and manu- 
facture. Though the official figures given us are most satis- 
factory, still there is good reason to believe that they by no 
means represent the entire import trade of the country. They 
do not, for instance, give us any information as regards the 
import trade in junks, which is carried on from the island of 
Hainan, and ports in the Gulf of Tonquin. This import trade, 
if we may judge of its value from the nature and value of the 
exports of cotton from Siam to those places, must amount to 
£26,771 annually. Noither do the official figures in the 
Consular report before us represent the import trade in 
steamers. One of these, and the principal medium of impor- 
tation from Singapore, is owned by the Chinese merchant who 
farms the import revenue, whose interest it naturally is, to 
make the value of the trade appear less than it really is, so as 
to deter speculators from outbidding him for his monopoly. 
The entire amount of square rigged shipping which cleared 
from Bangkok in 1864 amounted to 171,335 tons, of which 
only 7,395 was in ballast, 54,771 tons was British, 62,348. 
Siamese, 21,124 Hanseatic, 8,010 Danish, 7,323 American, 
3,284 Dutch, 3,699 Hanoverian, 3,896 Norway and Sweden. 
The remainder belonged to Frauce, Russia, Austria, Prussia, 
and Oldenburg. 

The exports from Siam, in square rigged vessels during the 
year 1864 was as follows :—viz., Rice to the value of £903,630; 
sugar, £111,576 ; sapanwood, £24,372; paddy, £13,876; 
pease, £5,485 ; silk, £31,375 ; tin, £4,783 ; teelseed, £13,463; 
hemp, £1,728 ; hides, £5,185 ; horns, £4,087 ; salt, £10,099; 
salt fish, £56,534; mussels, £6,161; teak, £15,116 ; rose- 
wood, £5,214 ; gum benjamin, £3,624 ; ivory, £4,764 ; cotton, 
£9,645; lukrabau seed, £529 ; cardamums, £11,859 ; gamboge, 
£787 ; mangrove bark, £890 ; pepper, £44,810 ; and sticklac, 
£28,328 ; making a total export trade in square rigged vessels, of 
the value of £1,317,922, To this must be added the sum of 
£26,771, value of cotton exported in junks to the island of 
Hainan, and ports in the gulf of Tonquin, making a gross total 
export trade of the value of £1,344,693, The import trade 
being set down at £1,167,597 in square rigged vessels and 
about £26,771 in junks, gives the sum of £2,539,161 as tha 
total value of the trade of Siam for the year 1864. This is 
no inconsiderable sum, if we consider that Siam has been open 
to foreign trade but eight years, That this trade has been 
steadily progressive the annexed table, showing the principal 
exports from the lst January, 1857, to the 1st December, 
1864, will prove :— 
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The official report on the trade of Siam for 1865 has not 
reached us, but from private sources we learn that, with the 
exception of the articles, rice, sugar, paddy, eapanwood, horns, gum 
benjamin, ivory, teak, sticklac, aad salt fish, there was an in- 
creaso in all the other anticles of export. The decrease in the 
production and supply of the articles mentioned, must of course, 
be attributed to the long and intense drought which prevailed 
in Siam in 1865. This not only put atop to the cultivation 
of paddy, but was injurious to the sugar-cane, which became 
saturated with saline deposits, the ebb not being sufficiently 
strong to keep the flood tide out of the cane districts, The 
streams aud canals in the iuterior, being dried up, prevented 
the transport of teak, gums, ivory, and other forest produce to 
Bangkok. In the beginning of 1865, the Siamese Government, 
fearing a scarcity, laid an embargo on the exportation of rice 
and paddy. This embargo existed till the month of November, 
when, owing to the chcering prospect of an abundant crop, the 
prohibition was removed, and the Siamese steamer Chow Phya 
took a caro, the first of the season’s crop, to Singapore. It is 
not at all likely that in future a drought can be so severely felt, 
in Siam as it was last year, or that its effects can be so dis- 
astrous on the paddy ‘and sugar crops, as the attention of 
the native authorities has been directed to the utility and 
feasibility of a system of artificial irrigation and embank- 
ments—a remedy which the Governor of the Western 
Province was going to apply in 1865, when the fall of 
abundancv of rain rendered the work ,fur the time, unnecessary. 
During the drought, however, the Chinese and forcign 
merchants of Bangkok were not idle. Finding the staple 
articles of trade likely to fall short, they sought other and new 
outlets for their capital, An impetus was given to the cultiva- 
tion of cotton, so that the out-turn for 1865 showed an increase 
of 4,865 piculs, or 25 per cent. on the previous ycar. The 
production of this staple is likely to extend, notwithstanding 
the conclusion of the American Civil War, and a European 
firm, that of Tarts, Pickenpack, and Co., having secured by 
gome means the monopoly of the uncleancd cotton in the 
northern provinces, have imported improved gins and cotton 
presses, and intend working them in the interior, so as to save 
expense in bringing the uncleaned and unpressed fibre to 
market. The supplies of teak, too, are certain to be more 
regular and greater in quantity than hitherto. In 1865 the 
shallowness of the streams down which it was usual to float it 
prevented a large quantity which was then felled from being 
brought to market. With the expected rise in the rivers this 
supply must certainly come to market this year, and will no 
doubt lower the high figure at which it has ruled for the past 
year. In the circular from which we quote, an increase in the 
following articies of export over 1864 is reported. Poas, pepper, 
tin, teclseed, hemp, silk, hides, salt, musscls, rosewood, ebony, 
mangrove bark, aud gamboge. A large incrense in the articles 
of ivory, gum benjamin, and sticklac may be looked for during 
tho presout year, as last year’s stocks will, with the rise of the 
water in the canals, find their way to market. 

The foreign merchants are, it scems, sanguine as to the 
future of Siam. A fourth steam rice mi!l has been imported 
by the firm of Scott and Co. Dry docks, capable of taking in 
vessels of any tonnage, have been constructed and are now in 
use, 80 that foreign vessels visiting the port of Bangkok have 
every facility for overhaul or repair, with the very best material, 
by skilled workmen, at Lioderate charges, aud with little delay. 
It was feared by somo that a trade of such apparent mushroom 
growth as that of Siam would soon reach its utmost limits. 
This, however, is by no means the case; the trade of Siam 
can be limited only by the supply of labour requisite for the 
more complete development of its almost inexhaustible mineral 
and vegetable resources. At present the supply of labour used is 
brought from China, In 1965 the coolie immigrants from Hainan, 
Amoy, and Swatow numbered 5,000. ‘The total Chinese popu- 
lation of Siam amounts to about 200,000. The Government 
tries to encourage the settlement of Chinose in the country, hence 
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they are taxed very lightly—paying only 6s. per head per annum, 
while the Siamese pay about £1. 10s. per annum. In 1865 
there were four tug steamers to tow vessels to aud from the Bang- 
kok Bar; two of them flew the American flag, one was Siamese, 
aud one English. Notwithwithstanding the entire cessation of 
trade in rice, paddy, teak, &c./and the failure of the sugarcrop, the 
trade of Siam for 1865 amounted to the value of $5,680,457. 
The itaports direct from Great Britain to Siam amounted in 
1865 to 133 per cent. more tian in the previous year. 





THE HEALTH OF TROOPS IN CHINA. 


Sir,—Having served in China with the 95th, during the time that 
regiment was there, and a‘terwards with the Butls throuyh the late war, 
you will, perhaps, permit me, while the question of disease and mortality 
among our troops is under investigation by the Parliamentary Committee, 
to point out what experience has shown to be the best means of pre- 
venting the recurrence of such evils, 

No matter what those may say to the contrary who have invested largely 
in land and houses at Hong Kong, the climate of that place and its neigh~ 
Lourhood is especially poisonous to European troops from about June to 
September. During those months they cannot live on ground floors, oF 
even in the best barracks, without fatal results, In Ind8 the Yoth at 
Hong Kong was placed almost completely hors de cvmbat, Out of an 
average strength of 531 men the hospital admissions amounted to 1,978, 
and the deaths to 197. of which 87 occurred in July and 46 in August. 

This mortality and disease did not result from the regiment being 
quartered in the miserable way which seems recentiy to have been adopted 
in China, for we lived in the really splendid Murray Barracks, and ever 
thing was done that medical knowledge could euggest to improve their sani- 
tary condition. The regiment was remarkable for its good officers, and it had 
the advantaze of being under the medival ears of Dr. Gordon. a man of great 
skill and energy, who slaved at his duty night and day. Notwithstanding 
the favourable circumstances of good care, housing, and excellent medical 
attendance, the disease continued its ravages until the regiment was removed 
to three good large merchant vessels that were hired tor the occasion. Dr. 
Gordon concludes a letter to me on the subject by saying. “ But for the 
removal of the men into the vessels anchored in the Bay the mortality would 
have been very much greater. It was the salvation of the regiment.” 

Dr. Gordon is now surgeor-major of the 69th, and, being ut Aidershott, 
could easily give evidence if required. 

When the local conditions at Hong Kong are unfavourable to health, 
immunity from epidemic diseaze might be obtained by sending out three 
or four of our obsolete non-working men-of-war, properly fitted up as 
floating barracks, and removing the troops to them till te dauger is past, 

The ships should be moored in well selected spots, and supplied with 
plenty of boats for exercising the men by rowing, and the boats communi= 
cating with the shore should be manned by soldiers who would come to no 
harm with proper cap covers and under good awnings. Those who did 
not care for this sort of exercise might be kept in health by smart walking 
round the decks, vaulting over spars, &c., and as for amusements, a g00 
regiment, if not interfered with, will always find ample. I have picked 
capital boats crews from among soldiers, and a little of this nautical life 
might be made useful in the way of fitting them for some of the thousand 
and one emergencies that occur on active service. When the Buffs were 
returning from China in 1861 they so successfully worked their ship at sea 
that her captain declared he never missed his sailors during the seven 
days they were all prisonets for persisting in their attempt to desert the 
shi 
































The floating barracks (except their mooring tackle, &c., which ought to 
be in charge of the harbour master) should be entirely under military 
control, so that a temporary residence on board them would not involve 
any interruption to regular military discipline, 

‘Let there be no night sentry work on shore for European soldiers 
during the summer months—nothing but patrolling from a picket, and that 
only when absolutely necessary, During the unhealthy season the 
soldiers should be kept afloat, aud they could be landed immediately if 
any emergency occurred. 

‘Spending money upon land barracks intended te hold troaps during the 
unhealthy season will be a mistake. ‘The insanitary conditions at that 
time are local, and easily escaped, by transferring the truops to well selected 
spots in the 

This experiment was very successful with the 95th when the land malaria 
was unusually severe, and produced the Hong Kong fever, one of the 
most dangerous disorders, because, if it does not prove fatal at the time, it 
destroys the constitution. 

As soon as the summer months were over, the troops mighteafely return 
to the barracks on shore. 

Abundant sleeping space would be indispensable to the success of th® 
floating barracks. ‘This was remarkably shown in the experience of the 
95th Regiment, and it will be found that troops sullering from the 
Hong Kong or any similar climate are very sensitive to the poisonous ac- 
tion of vitiated air. 

On board the airy barrack ships the sickness and mortality rapidly 
diminished, but disease broke out again on the retun voyage to England, 
when 454 men were embarked on board Her Majesty's ship Apollo, and 
no less than 58 of them died on our passage to the Cape, and within a 
period of about six weeks. If the regiment had not landed at the Cape 
and enjoyed for a time Letter air and good living, scarcely any would have 
escaped, and as it was, notwithstanding that the most sicaly were lett be- 
hind, nearly all who reached England had soon to be invalided. Very few 
were able to carry their knapsacks on landing at Portsmouth. 

Good living is essential to health in China, and all the troops there ought 
to have Indian pay and allowances, which the country would certainly not 
grudge to men defending its honour and interests under circum-tances 
easily made perilous by stinting or neglect.- . Sir, your obedient ser 
vant, J. N. Saucesz, Colonel.

‘We were reminded yesterday, to our comfort, that a committee ‘ing 
‘on last year’s mortality at Hong Kong. Colonel Sargent suggests for its 





consideration the permanent use of an expedient which has always been 
found to prevent, or to stop, or to mitigate considerably, the ravages of 
what is culled the Hong Kong fever. He proposes floating barracks at 
the healthier stations in the Bay, and thinks that our obsolete men-of-war, 
of which we have a great number, might be converted to this purpose. 
‘The European soldiers might be kept afloat from June to September, and 
it would be easy, he thinks, to exercise and amuse them, and that would 
also develop useful qualities. Certainly the idea is plausible. The 
ships are here, in numbers and bulk enough to make anybody groan at 
the sight of them, at Plymouth, er Portsmouth, or Sheerness; aud, under 
ordinary circumsiances, a ship is a good house. No doubt it would have 
been a very happy thing if one or two of these floating castles had been 
Iving off Hong Kong last spring when the 11th Reziment arrived, and 
there was no preparation to house it. In the comparison between fl 

ing barracks an¢ permanent barracks in more healthy spots, the question 
of money, indeed, comes in. Our uscless men of war woul. have to be 
taken there; they would have to be kept in good repair, and periodically 
replaced. At Hong Kong we are told that the fever is not every year, 
but every three or four years; that Europeans suffer more than Chinese 
or our Indian troops; that certain localities are much more malarious than 
others; and that the habits of the natives and the nuisances arising out of 
4 large and dence population greatly aggravate the evil. But unquestion- 
ably this © barren rock” is worse than barren, and has some special dragon 
of unhealthiness. ‘There is something that develops its unusual virulence 
beyond the ordinary seeds of disease. Hong Kong is a mountain of 
friable granite, {ror many parts of which a moisture, said to be itself dele- 
terious, is continually oozing. Victoria spreads'for several miles along the 
foot of this mountain, and climbs up the sides where it is possible; and 
its 100,000 inhabitants or more would not find room if they did not sleep as 
thick on the floors of their dwellings as they can lie. ‘This is bad, but 
worse comes, The city faces north-east, and the sun consequently disap~ 
pears behind the mouniain lovg before it reaches the horizon of the sea. 
‘This creates a long interval, equivalent to the mild evenings and the twi- 
Tight of our temperate zone, in which the glaring light and burning heat 
of the day are suflicicntly subdued for out-door exercise, and it is the de- 
light of the Enropean residents. But everybody who has attended to the 
atmospheric vicissitudes of days and of seasons will see at once the dangers 
of a local twiligit from such causes, It is a phenomenon which the tourist 
may eee as well as feel in Swi-s valleys on a summer's day. As the sun’ 
rays leave the valley the air thickens and curdles so quickly that a sharp 
line divides the sunlit from the sunless portion of the atmosphere. Eng- 
lish people, all over the world, brave the terrors of sunset as carelessly as 
they do the not always harmless chill of their own summer and autumn 
evenings. Indeed, there is no point of sanitary practice in which our 
countrymen differ more from the natives of warmer climates. Uufortu- 
nately, this recklessness leads the natives to suppose that it is really a 
matter of inditference to them, and an Italian, who wou'd not for the world 
live out of the sun or occupy a room with a north aspect, thinks those just 
the quarters for a hardy English tourist, or student, or guest, To return 
to Hong Kong. Imagine a large and crowded city, hemmed in between 
a harbour and a steep mountain, with sea vapours, land vapours, and town 
Yapours steaming up all day, left in the shade for an hour or two before 
sunset every evening. It is the very arrangement for malaria on the 
largest possible scale. The rich merchants, and ali who can afford it, 
drive round the mountain and spend the evening and the night on the 
sunny side, We presume that our soldiers cannot do this, and that it 
wourd not be possible to perch them up over the town, though even that 
would not take them out of the deadly shadow. But whatever the 
dilemma, tho difficulties, and the cost, we cannot afford to lose a regiment 
there once in three years. 
even the best barracks that can be Luilt are not safe under the circum- 
stances. So there is really ruch to be said for his suggestion of floating 
barracks, and we hope it will be well considered. 









































































THE CHINA TRADE.

‘An engraving in Punch some yeurs ago reprerented the British mer- 
chant in Cathay as standing belore a trembling Chiuaman with a pistol in 
one hand and a big ball of opium in the other. ‘Ibis was the popular 
idea of a trade which really bad a great deal more to do with tea and silk 
and cotton yarn and grey shirtings than with the fascinating drogs of 
Patna, Malwa, and Benares. ‘The import of opium into China, however, 
served the important purpose of keeping the balance of trade from being 
largely in favour of the Celestials; for otherwise they, with their love of 
their own products and indifference to foreign manufactures, would have 
made Chisa a periect sink for bullion in return for the tea and silk which 
they sent out. ‘This traffic i opium was certainly contrary to treaty stipu- 
laticns, though winked at by the mandarins, and was sometimes carried on 
a questionable manner by snake boats, clipper schooners, and captains 
‘of receiving ships, and was not only condemned by Excter-hall, but, in 
some iustauces, by retired merchants who had been engaged in it, ‘The 
natural consequence was that, despite the colossal fortunes which the China 
trade occasionally afforded, a slight shadow of suspicion and diseredit rested 
over it; and this was increased by the merchants constitutiug virtually 
a close corporation, and keeping their transactions concealed as much as 
possible from each other and from the outside world. The peculiar 
Character of the commodity in question had an effect upon the character 
of the entire trade. As the introduction of the drug into China was con- 
trary both to the laws of the country and to the wislies of a very large por- 
tion of the population, it had to be either smuggled in despite the autho- 
rities, or introduced by means of pecuniary arrangements made with them, 
‘When this method was followed in regard to opium, it came naturally to 
be applied to all the imports and exports,“ How mutchee gib my ?” was 
the question which the Chinese Hoppo put, through the linguists, to the 
foreign merchant; while the merchant, on the other hand, sought to pass 
his goods at a rate as much under the proper duties as he could possibly 
arrange. This was a very objectionable and demoralising state of things,

and has now been replaced by a totally different régime under what is 
called the Imperial Maritime Customs of China, to which reference is 80 
frequently made in overland newspapers and telegrams. 

Tt is unnecessary to recount the almost accidental circumstances which 
originated this service, ur the struggles it has gone through, It is enough 
to note that at present it is a lucrative and important service, managed fy 
Englishmen, Americans and Frenchmen, who are paid and emploved by 
the Chinese Government without losing the citizenship ot protection of 
the countries to which they belong ; and that it has the management of. 
levying dues on all the exiernal commerce of the Chinese empire, except 
that which exists, or may be supposed to exist, on the laud frontier. Its 
present head, Mr. Robert Hart, was formerly of Her Majesty's Consular 
Service, and is highly respected by the forcign community in China, Sir 
Frederick Bruce has spoken, in one of his despatches, of Mr. Hart's great 
influence at Peking, and Mr. Burlingham, the American Minister, has 
said officially, “ If he shall continue at the head of the service, I donot 
see why the Chinese Government will not pat other nations behind it in 
ality of its customs foree.” At the various open ports the Imperial 
Maritime Customs has commissioners, or acting commissioners, who know 
or are expected to know, Chinese, and who draw large salaries. Under 
each of these there is a considerable staff of foreigners, some of whom 
belong to the higher branch of the service, while others perform the ordi- 
nary duties of tide-waiters and so forth. There is no exact parallel to 
this service to be found anywhere else in the world. Indeed, tts position 
is quite anamolous, and might give rise to some curious legal complica~ 
tions, but its uecfulness is unquestionable, and the statistics which it issues 
are entirely to be relied on. 

As these statistics come to_us only through the medium of Blue-books, 
being given along with consular reports, the returns for 1864 have not been 

ublished in England until this spring, but they are still valuable as afford- 
ing the latest trusiworthy account of our trade with China, Previous to 
the carrying out of Lord Elgin's treaty of ‘Tientsin there were ouly five 
ports open in China—namely, Canton, Amoy, Foo-chow, Ningpo, and 
Shanghai; but to these might be added as virtuaily open the British colony 
of Hong Kong, which, through native vessels, did a great deal of business 
with the mainland of China aud the ports of Swatow between Hong Kong 
and Amoy, and Tai-wan in Formosa, where foreign traders hid been in 
formatly allowed to estabiish themselves. Besides these two, the ‘Tientsin 
treaty bas opened up six other ports—Hankow, Kiukiang, and Chinkiang 
on the great Yangt:ze river, Che-foo in Shantung, ‘lientsin near Peking, 
and New-chwang in Manchuria; and it also provided for the opening of 
| another port, one in the island of Hainan, which we believe has not yet 
been used. In 1864 the total value of the whole import and export trade 
at all the open ports was—le:s the amount of re-exports— 190,242,159 
taels; or, taking the tacl at 6s. 8d., about £60,414.UUU. ‘This shows a 
falling off of rather more than 9,000,000 of taels from the returns of the 
preceding year, Shanghai has itself fully a third of the trade, and after it 
comes Hankow, with a share of 23,944 532 tacls, and Fuo-chow with 
20,061,485 tacls. Formosa has only 927,980 taels, and New-chwang, in 
+ Manchuria, 2,388,908 taels. Canton, owing to the opening of the Yang- 
‘ tsze and other causes, has lost more than athird of its trade during the 
last few years, and comes only fourth in the list, with 14 692,165 taels, 
| Ibis impossible to tell accurately from the tables before us how much 
of this external commerce of China is carried on with British possessions. 
Nominally that is set down as imports 51,126,615 taels, and exports 
49,657,156 taels, or about thirty-three millions aud a half’ sterling ; but 
from this sum must be deducted re-exports, the value of which there is 
no means for estimating precisely in regard to British trade. The value 
of these re-exports is certainly not less than a filth, that being about their 
relationship to the entire trade; so it may be interred that the value of 
our commerce—that is, the commerce of British possessions—with Chi 
was not more than 426,000,000 in 1864. This is rather a singular fact; 
for the Indian and English custom-houses alone for the year 1837 give 
| returns of China trade to the value of £24,379,720, which would seem 
to show that all the opening of new ports in China has had but litile if 
any effect in developing the trade, though it has certainly found employ- 
ment for a great number of Englishmen in that part of the world. One 
favourable symptom, however, of the trade as it stands at present is that 
the Chinese now take more British manutactures in proportion to Indian 
opium than they used to do formerly, a result which shows that the legal- 
ising of the opium traffic has not had the etfuct of appreciably increasing 
the consumption of the drug, and which is worthy the notice of liquor 
law humanttarians in this country. 






































































PIRACY IN CHINA WATER: 
(To the Editor of The London and Chi.a Telegraph.) 

Stn,—In the last China, Siam, and Straits papers 1 observe that re- 
ports of piracies s'ill continue to occupy their columns. ‘There seems to 
be no abatement of the evil, On the contrary, it continues to be as rife, 
and, if anything, more glaring than hitherto. The Briish Government 
has gone to a great deal of trouble and expense in its endeavours to sup= 
press it, but in vain. Piracy must and will continue to exist and flourish 
so long as the excuse for every junk and bat trading in the eastern seas 
going heavily armed and doubly manned exists. All efforts to. suppress 
piracy must be futile while the difficulty of distinguishing between pirates 
and legitimate traders lasts. This difficulty wiil continue until the 
Siamese. Chinese, and petty chieftains in the Eastern Archipelago be 
prevailed upon to agree to a total disarmament of the trading craft under 
their respective control. This effected. a united marine pulice—say men 
of war of every nation trading to the East—should make a simultaneous 
search forarmed junks and prahus, and exterminate ail found in the possession 
of offensive weapons, The fact of being found armed alter the promul- 
gation of sufficient notice of the law being taken as prima facie proof of 
guilt. This seems to me to be the only sate and certain reniedy for an evil 
the magnitude of which cannot be comprehended by those who do not know 
what an exorbitant tax on commerce the arming and manning of every 
real trading junk and prahu is, ‘This indirect impost on trade would be re- 
moved at once by the remedy which I have suggesied, and the honest 
trader of every tribe and nation be benetited. This matter should be 
pressed on the attention of the Chinese and Siamese Governments without 
delay. It is absurd in the Peking Government to expect Bruin gunboats 
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to continue any longer a thankless and apparently interminable crusade 
against every pirate who can afford to bribe the mandarins for traders’ 

pers. It should be told that such assistance as has hitherto been ren- 
Teed ia the ‘suppression of piracy must be withheld, unless it takes measures 
whereby the trader and the pirate may be distinguist and the latter 
Drought to justice. And the impossibility of distinguishing between the 
two (except on chance occasions) renders it imperative that a general ¢ 
armament should be proclaimed and carried out with the least possible 
delay. Once take away the excuse for going armed and make the tere 
possession of weapons of offence proof of guilt which would entail instant 
destruction and a comparatively small naval force will sweep piracy from 
the Eastern and China seas, By last accounts from the Kast we are in- 
formed that a scheme has been proposed to form an Easter Trinity 
Board to supply beacons and lighthouses on the dangerous coasts of China 
and Japan, the said board to derive its authority from the whole of the 
treaty powers, and its funds from a tax levied on ships trading to China 
and Japan, and payable at the port of entry. This scheme, you say is, in 
your opinion,“ practicable.” 1 am of the same opinion, and with you 
‘wish it success. Its benefit to trade will, however, be but small, compared

Every one in the least acquainted with the East knows that the arma- 
ments of native craft cost as much as the craft themselves; while the ex- 

nse of manning them under the present systema is in all cases doubled, 
in many trebled. The recommendation given in your last London and 
China Telegraph, in the article headed “ Straits of Malacca,” for trading 
vessels to go more heavily armed if they wish immunity from attack, can- 
not, I fear, be successfully carried out. Honest traders cannot, in point of 
armament, hope, unless at a ruinous cost, to compete withpirates; whereas 
the remedy which I suggest, if carried Into effect, isa clear gain of at 
Jeast 100 per cent. to the honest native, and leaves to the pirate but little 
hope of pursuing his guilty calling for any great length of time in the 
very teeth of native and foreign gunboats, as he now docs. The import- 
ance of my subject must be my excuse for its prolixity.— Yours sincerely,

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE REBELS 18 CHINA. 

(April 12th.) Colonel Syxes asked the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs whether despatches had been received from Consul Meadows at 
Newchang respecting the approach of rebels in December last, also from 
Consul Medhurst at Hankow mentioning the proximity of a large rebel 
force numbering 80,000, and deiailing the measures adopted for the pro- 
tection of British property; also, whether the Consuls had suggested to 
the British Government any and what measures for the future safety of the 
foreign settlements in Cl:ina.—Mr. LaYanp said it appeared that Consul 
Meadows had be-n very much alarmed at the beginning of last winter at 
what he deemed to be the prospect of an attack on the part of some rebels. 
He, in consequence, requested the loan of some guns from the admiral on 
the station, by whom they were lent. The Government had, however, no 
ground for thinking that any attack on Newchang had taken place. With 
Tespect to the attack on Hankow, he had to state that he had no reason to 
believe that that city had been threatened by a large rebel force. It 
seemed that a considerable number of peasaniry took refuge there and in 
the neighbourhood, that the Consul went out to see what was the matter, 
but that, instead of 80,000 rebels, he found eight men on horseback, 
armed with spears and bags, that shots were fired at them, and that they 
thereupon ran away, leaving vehind them the bags, which were found to 
contain eight women. (Laughter.) ‘Ihere were, he believed, a few 
rebels still prowling about, but he was sorry to have to inform his hon. and 
Gallant friend that. the last information from China represented his parti- 
cular friends the Taipings as having been almost exterminated. (A laugh.) 
He had simply to add, in answer to the last question, that he was not aware 
that any serious suggestions had been made by our consuls with regard 
to the necessity of taking further steps for the defence of our settlemen 
in China. Any suggestions of that kind would come in the ordinary 
course through Her Majesty's Minister at Peking.—(14th.) Colonel

12th.) Captain Gainptey asked the Secretary of State for War why 
the subalterns of Her Majesty's regiments on service in India were de- 
prived by the passage warrant of the 2nd January, 1865, of the six months’

which they were previously entitled under the furlough regulations of the 
17th of November, 1854; and whether he would reconsider the subject, 
with the view to such pay and allowances being granted in future.—The 
Marquis of Hartinctox replied that the warrant to which the question 
referred gave the reasons why the alteration had been made. te stated 








that it was done “in consideration of the privileges conferred upon the 
officers of the army at large by the provisions of this warrant,” privileges 
which entailed considerable additional expense. The officers serving in 
China were not entitled to the allowance in question, which furnished an- 
other reason why the officers of the army serving in India should be placed 
on the same footing. 











Monetary and Commercial.

The late active demand for silver for the East, which was 
chiefly for Calcutta, has almost entirely subsided, and the 
murket is now flat, with very little inquiry, quotations, 5s, 14d. 
to 5s.,14d. The Messageries Imperiales steamer of the 19th, 
from Marseilles, took over £400,000 for Calcutta, and the 
present mail takes about £20,121 for India and China, but the 
approaching steamers are not expected to take out any amounts 
of importance. Mexican dollars have also declined, sales having 
taken place for China within the last few days at 5s. Otd., 
which is now the nominal price, as there is no demand. 

I is understood that the first meeting of Overend, Gurney, 
and Co. (Limited), will be held about the middle of May, when 
the accounts, made up to the 30th of April, and showing nine 
months’ working, will be presented, with the view to the decla- 
ration of a dividend. 

The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India took place on 
the 18th at the Bank of England, The proportions allotted 
were—to Calcutta, £245,500; to Madras, £4,500; and to 
Bombay, £100,000. The minimum price was as before, 
1s. 114d. on Calcutta and Madras, and 1s, 113d. on Bombay. 
Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s, 114d. will receive about 
41 per cent.?; and on Bombay at 2s. about 57 per cent. Above 
these prices in full. These terms show a considerable diminu- 
tion in the demand for means of remittance to the Fast. 

At the meeting on the 8th of the shareholders of the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia,and China, the directors’ report, 
which has already been published, was adopted. It recom- 
mended the payment of a dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. 
per annum, free of income-tax, for the half-year ended December 
last. The chairman, Mr. Mitchell, M.P., in referring to the 
losses of the bank, said that the capital remained untouched, 
though the reserve fund had diminished, and that they are 
making large profits in the present year. 

The meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation was held on 
the 19th. The net profit for the year 1865, including £4,489 
from last account, was stated at £155,137, out of which a half- 
yearly dividend of £75,000 was paid in November last; and 
it was decided to-day to divide a like sum of £75,000, being 
at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum. The amount left to be 
carried forward is £5,137. 

The meeting of shareholders of the Land Mortgage Bank of 
Tndia took place on the 19th. The net profit for the year 
amounts to £24,399, allowing of the payment of a dividend 
for that period of 6 per cent., of which 2 per cent, was paid to 
the proprietors in April last, and an additional 2} in October, 
thus leaving a balance of 1} for present distribution. It was 
also decided to divide now a further sum of 2} per cent. as 
first interim dividend for the current year, such, it is men- 
tioned, being amply warranted by the profit already earned. 
The directors also trust to be able, as last year, to pay another 
interim dividend in October next. Mr, Nelson, the chairman, 
congratulated the proprietors upon the progress of the bank. 
The company’s investments in India amount to nearly a million 
sterling, which is producing a gross income of £90,000 per 
annum, The security is described as undoubted, there being, 
upon the average, a margin of 50 per cent. over and above the 
amount of the loans. A vote of thanks was passed to the 
chairman, and a special vote of thanks to Mr. Fitzwilliam, who, 
though remaining a director, retires from the managing director- 
ship, on the ground that, the company now being fairly 
launched, there is no longer any necessity to burthen it with 
the salary of £1,000 per year attached to that post. 

The report of the first meeting of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banking Company has been published in this country, 
and has elicited favourable comment. 

The directors of the Commercial Bank Corporation of India and 
the Eust, in anticipation of the general meeting convened for the 
25th inst., have issued the following singularly unfavourable report, 
which shows how completely this establishment has been iu the 
hands of unworthy or neglectful agents abroad. From the 
following profit and loss account it appears that the reserve 
fund of £169,301 has been entirely swept away, and that, 
moreover, the bank starts afresh with a balance of £65,757 on 
the wrong side of the profit and loss account :— 
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‘The directors regret to have to lay hefore the shareholders so unfuvour- 
able a statement as that now presented of ths transactions of the bank. 
‘The losses on sterling cishonoured bills falling due during the past year 
have been duly estimated at £123,000, and the directors bave written off 
that sum accordingly. ing the share mania in Bombay lat year, 
agent, Mr. de Quadros, having involved the bank by imprudent advances 
to speculators, the chief manager went out in June last to inspect the con- 
dition of that agency. He has only just returned, and estimates the losses 
thus incurred at 489,000. The directors have written off that sum. In. 
October last intelligence reached the directors that Mr. Newby, who had 
been appointed by the late Commercial Bank of India as theic agent in 
San Francisco, for the purchase of bullion for remittance to China, had 
advanced moneys on the security of certain shares. On investigation it 
sppenred that a sum of £196,782. 10s. 6d. had been lent by him on mining 

,noue of which could at present be realised excep’ at a ruinous 
depreciation. The directors have written off a sum of £118,233, which, 
in the present uncertain value of these securities, is as much as they think 
they are warranted in writing off asactually lost. The agents at Bombay 
and San Francisco bave of course been dism'ssed. In November last the 
directors received intelligence of the death of Mr. Wiggins. the bank's 
manager jn the East, and agent at Shanghai. Their new manager re- 
ports, upon taking charge of that agency, certain irregular transactions on 
the part of Mr. Wiggins, partly by purchases of lind, partly by other 
speculations undertaken, as it is alleged, on tehalf of the bank, which 
have resulted in losses’ amounting to about £53,000. The directors do 
not, of course, recognise the liability of the bank to bear these losses ; and 
they have given directions to recover the amount from Mr. Wiggins’ estate, 
and from the parties who assisted him in these transactions, which they 
hope tobeable to do. The losses from bad debts at that agency have 
been great, and the directors have written off £38,267, being the amount 
asestimated. The remainder of the sum written off consists of £5,000 for 
a bad debt at Hong Kong, and £1,500 for bad debts at Calcutta. The 
directors beg to remark, that on the transfer of the business of the 
branches of the late Commercial Bank of India on Jan. 1, 1865, they 
took over, after a period of unusual prosperity, a staff aad a system not 
organised by themselves, and which might fairly be assumed to have some 
imperfection, inasmuch as the difficulty of obtaining at Bombay a body 
of directors with sufficient time to command, was a main reason for es- 
tablishing the head-quarters of the bank in London. It was under 
such circumstances, before the character and qualifications of its 
officers could be ascertained, and before faults of system cculd 
be discovered and rectified that the directors had to face a 
season of almost unparalleled commercial vicissitude, in which, 
owing to the failures of numerous firms of high standing and 
reputation, it would have been impossible to avoid all loss. 
The directors, whilst recognising the unfortunate character of: the 
report now presented, have felt it their duty to make that report 
without reser They deeply regret that it is of course out of the ques- 
tion to offer any dividend ; but they would call the attention of the share- 
holders to the exceptional character of the greater part of the late losses, 
as affording ground for a more hopeful view of the bank’s position and 

rospecis for the future. Since the last meeting H. D. Cartwright, Esq., 

as resigned his seat as director; and Walter Evans Gledstanes, Fsq., has 
joined the board, and this election is submitted for the approbation of 
the shareholders. In pursuance of the terms of the deed of settlement, 
two of the directors, Frederick Chapman and Edward Thornton, Esqs, 
. out by rotation, and they offer themselves for re-election. The auditors,

The Grat call of 25 dole. per share was made on the Ist January, 1865, and the 
second call of 100 dols. was due on the Slat March ; these payments were made with 
great promptness, 

The Company's Offices at Hongkong and Shanghsl were opened for the 
transaction of business in the month of April last, but were not In fair working order 
until the middle cf May. ‘Fhe operations of the Bank to the Slst December have, 
therefore, extended over a period of less than eight months,

‘The rendering of half-yetrly accounts and the payment of interim dividends are 
not provided for by the Deci of Settlement, but the Directors propose to carry out 
these measures, as likely to prove satisfactory to the Shurchulders as well as to them~ 


selves. 
BRANCHES AND AGENCIES. 

‘The appointment of @ Special Agent in London was found necessary, and for 
this post the Directors ongaged Mt. W. H. Vacher, on whose exporieuce aud ability 
they can fully rely. 

Tt has already been found advisable to open Agencies in Bombay and Calcutta, 
in order properly to carry out the business entrusted to the Bank, aud this will be 
done as soon as arrangements can be made for this purpose. 

NEW CAYITAL. 

‘The Directors, after having given very careful consideration to the subject 
determined upon recommending an Increase of the Capital of the Bank, anc 
therefore, caused the requisite notice to be given. The Directorshavefullco nce 
ju recommending this step, as the growing business of the Bank undoubted alls 


for such a measure,

‘The application of the Directors for 
favourably recelved by the Lord: 
Bate for the Colonies, and in a despatch from the latter, addressed to His Excelleney 
the Governor, {t is stated that Government In prepared to accede to the Bank's 
petition, and grant incorporation on the basis of the Charter of the Asiatic Banking 
Corporation, ‘The Directors are urging forward the arrangements for obtaining 
Charter under these provisions, and hope at an early date to be able to Inform the 
Proprictors that the matter is finally and satisfactorily concluded.

Messrs. Rostomjeo Dunjeeshaw and Waldemar Schmidt having resigned, the 
Conrt of Directors, in virtue of the power conferred on them by Clause 66 1n the 


Deed of Settlement, have appointed Mr. H. W. Wood (Manager, Borneo Company, 
Limited) to one of the vacaut seats in the Direction, 

In conclusion, the Directors have the satisfaction of reporting that, up to the 
present tline, the Bank hax suffered no losses whatever, although the period at which 
the Company commenced operations was one of unprecedented embarrassment in the 
Eastern trade. ‘The depression arising froin the latter causes produced Us natural 
effect in greatly restricting eneral business, while at the name time it was Hecesnary, 
even within circuinseribed limita, to work with extraordinary caution. Under these 
dircumstances the operations of the past few months form only an inadequate 
criterion of the field open to the Bank in ordinary. times, but 
feen sufficient during this period to look forward very confidently to the fature. 
They are happy to say that the difficulties which must attend the first estabidstinent 
of @ business such as this are now fairly surmounted, while the support of Sh 
holders and other constituents throughout C d Japan ts stendily increasing, 
and the anticipated advantages of tho Bank's local standing are Leing every day 


more fully realised,
